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CONFESSES AID 
IN DYNAMITING 


Iron Worker Says He Was 
Hired to Mark Structures 
for Wrecking Blasts. 


BLAME PUT ON WNAMARA 


Muskogee, Okla., June 3.—John Delaney, a 
structura)! iron worker, e«onfessed today that 
he had been employed by John J. McNamara, 
secretary and treasurer of the Internationa! 
Association of Bridge and Iron Workers of 
America, to travel throughout the country 
inspecting all structures being erected by 
nonunion labor, securing carefully made 
drawings of such structures and marking the 
spot with a cross where dynamite could be 
most easily placed and would be most effec- 
tive. 


Shows Drawings as Proof. 

Delaney still has a few of the drawings 
bearing the cross marks in his possession, to- 
gether with several letters of instructions ad- 
dressed to him and purporting to be signed 
by McNamara. Delaney said he was intro- 
duced to McNamara at Indianapolis by G. E, 
Skidmore of Pittsburg. 

Part of his confession follows: 

‘The first building I located for Mr. Mc- 
Namara was in Cincinnati, an office building 
on Vine street, which was being erected by 
nonunion men. i sent Mr. McNamara a dia- 
gram, showing him the point where dyna- 
mite could be placed for the destruétion of 
this bHuilding, This building was blown up 
by members of the Structural Iron Workers’ 
union in January, 1907, 

“The next building I located was the via- 
duct in Chicago, that was blown up in Feb- 
ruary, 1907. I went from there to St. Louis 
and located a building on St. Charles street, 
which was blown up some time later by the 
Structural Iron Workers’ union. I went from 
there to Denver. 

“While at Denver I received a letter from, 
McNamara to go to Salt Lake City and L 
went, arriving there on Nov. 16, 1909. I got 
two letters from McNamara, instructing me 
to find the location of the Utah hotel. Thig 
building was blown up on Dec. 29 at 3 a. m. 


Arrest Follows Hotel Wreck. 

“I was arrested and tried in connection 
with this case and given six months in jai! 
and a fine of $350. I paid $65, and the bal. 
ance was remitted, and served the sentence. 

“ After leaving the jail I went ta. Houston. 
Tex., and there wrote to McNamara de- 
manding my fee for the part that I had taken 
in thése affairs. He wrote back to me re- 
fusing to give me any ald whatever, and also 
advised the local secretary to take up my 
union card. My union card was No. 30,783. 

* Since then I have had nothing whatever to 
do with the union or McNamara, and I give 
this statement cheerfully of my own accord, 
that justice may be done to the offending 
parties,"’

TRAIL OF ALTMAN. 
MURDER LEADS TO 
LABOR CONFERENCE 


Police Find Enright Ran from 
Briggs House Bar to Room 
Where Conferees Were. 


HIDES THERE FOR HOURS 


O’Donnell, McAndrews, and Kearney 
Said to Have Taken Part 
in Parley. 


DISCOVER SLIPS IN CONFESSION 


Evidence that at least three unfon officials 
were in the Briggs house in conference with 
Maurice ** Mossy "' Enright op March 22, the 
day of the murder of Vincent Altman in the 
hotel bar is in the hands of the police, and if 
corroborative details now being worked out 
are ae expected, other arrests in connection 
with the Altman slaying will be made soon. 

According to the police information, En- 
right, who is charged with killing Altman, 
was in a room before the shooting and ran 
to this room after the tragedy, and these 
men were present: 


Simon O’Donnell, president of the Chi- 
cago Building Trades Council and business 
agent of the Plumbers’ union. 

J. J. McAndrews, business agent of the 
Elevator Conductors and Starters’ union. 

Thomas Kearney, business agent of the 
Piumbers’ union. ! 

The movements of the four men throughout 
the day are known to the police It is said 
that a room on an upper floor was obtained in 
the morning and that™the men passed the 
greater part of the day in the room. 


Hides in Briggs House Room. 

Enright, it ig said, left his companions a 
few minutes before the shooting. He went 
downstairs to the barroom clad in the gray 
overcoat found later with the fatal pistol 
in its pocket. 

Immediately after the shooting at the bar 
Enright, it is alleged, rushed up the stairs to 
the second floor, where the Harrison cam- 
paign headquarters were located and which 
was thronged with men that afternoon. On 
a settee in the hallway he dropped his over- 
coat containing his revolver and took the ele~- 
vator on upstairs to the labor conference 


room. 
“Tt ie declared that the labor men were in 
the room when he returned from the scene 
of the shooting and that Enright lay hid- 
den there until the coast was clear for hises- 
cape from the hotel several hours later. 

It is a significant fact that every one ofthe 
labor men named as betng present in the 
Briggs house conference were at the scene 
of the killing of “ Dutchy” Gentleman two 
weeks ago. 


O’Donnell Contradicts Enright. 

O'Donnell, according to his own admissions, 
wes in the O’ Malley barroom drinking with 
eight or nine labor friends, onhy four of whom 
he could name tothe police. He declared he 
saw no one shot that afternoon except Gen- 
tleman, and denied the presence of Enright, 
giving the Iie to his “ pal,” who hae admitted 
the Gentleman kibling on the piea of self- 
defense. ; 

McAndrews also was there and was shot In 
the leg by one of the stray bullets, whik 
Kearney drove up in his automobile tn front 
of the saloon just as the slayer of Gentleman 
rushed from the place. None of the trio has 
admitted seeing Enright there nor have other 
labor leaders. who were in the place, 

The police also have, positive proof, it is 
said, to show the movements of Gentleman 
on the day of the shooting of Altman and 
know that he could not have been at the 
Briggs house at the hour of the assault op 
Altman, as is claimed by Enright, who ac- 
cuses his latest victim of the deed. 

They also have obtained new witnesses and 
circumstances to show that the overcoat 
found after the shooting and the revolver 
had been in the possession of Enright a few 
hours before the shooting. 

New evidence aleo has. been obtained 
through letters of Enright found in the over- 
coat pockets, it is said, 


Says He Used Ruse to Escape. 

Capt. John J. Halpin said yesterday that 
John J. Brittain, who knows Enright well 
and who caught the slayer in his arme in 
the barroom that day, may prove to bea 
good witness for the state, despite the fact 
that Brittain is positive that the man who 
ram away was not Enright. 

‘They tell us that this man who waée 
stopped by Brittain had his hand to the right 
side of his face, that he ran hunched over as 
if hurt, and that as he was stopped he cried 
out: ‘Let me get a doctor; I'm shot,’ or 
words to that effect,"’ the captain said. 

“ Well, the man who said he wag shot is the 
man who killed Altman. It was the ruse to 
get away. There was no blood on the floor, 
no blood on the man, and no signs that he 
was injured except that he ran doubled up. 
Only one man would have a reason for lying 
about being shot, and that was the mur- 
derer. 

‘This man held his hand to the right side 
of his face. Why? Maurice Enright has a 
disfiguring sear on that side of his counte- 
nance—a scar that once seen would fix his 
identification forevey in the mind of any wit- 
ness there.”’ 

George ‘S. Troy, the traveling salesman 
who a day after the shooting picked Enright 
out of twelve men ae the murderer, did not 
see the telltale sear either, the police re- 
call. Troy eaid Enright fel to the flocr as 
he broke from Brittain’s arms and Troy 
caught him, but the side of his face bearing 
the scar was turned away. As Troy started 
to grasp him the slayer said: 

‘Bor God's sake get that other fellow,” 
Troy said, and added that he would recog-

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SENATOR BRADY 
ACCUSED AS JILT 


With 1,500 Guests, Including 
Gov. Deneen, Invited to His 
Wedding, Girl Prom- 
ises to Start Suit. 


HE DENIES HER CHARGES. 


Declares He Befriended Her and 
Loaned Her Money; “Ever 
Since Engagement She Has 
Tried to Make Trouble.” 


Miss Letitia McKee, who lives at 2008 Prai- 
rie avenue, announced yesterday that she in- 
tends to bring suit against State Senator 
Francis P. Brady for $3,000, money that she 
claims that she loaned him and that in the 
course of her action it will be brought out 
that after she had contributed to his politicaé 
success, he repudiated a promise he made 
to marry her. 

Miss McKee says that her determination 
to institute suit came yesterday after she 
had read the following society notice: 

More than 1500 invitations have been 
issued for the wedding of Miss Helen 
Owen to State Senator Francis P. Brady 
on Wednesday next at St. Ambrose’s 
shurch, Forty-seventh street and Ellis 
@venue. Among the guests will be the 
members of the state legislature and 
judges of the Circuit and Criminal courts. 
Gov. Deneen and ex-Gov. Yates are ex- 
pected. The officers of the First regi- 
ment. I. N, G., will dttend in uniform. 


“Charges False,” Says Brady. 

Senator Brady was told of Miss McKee’s 
charges last night. He not only denied them 
categorically, but said that instead of his 
owing Miss McKee money he has her notes to 
show that she owes money. to him. 

“It will be eleven years tomorrow that I 
started to go with Mr. Brady,’ said Miss 
McKee yesterday, “It was on my birthday, 
and he had planned a party for me. He sent 
me a big bunch of flowers. He told me then 
that he had been in love with me for two 
years, but that he had been afraid to tel) me 
because I had always seemed so modest. 

“I grew fonder of him all the time from 
then on, and you can imagine the humiliation 
I felt when I read in the papers, before he had 
said a word to me about any one else, thet he 
Was engaged to be married to Miss Owen. 
I called Miss Owen up on the telephone and 
asked her to come down. Then I told her 
about things. I told her I would sue him for 
the money I had given him and for breach 
of promise, and she said it was impossible for 
her to make any change then, because she 
had engaged her bridemaids. 

“ But I wouldn't sue him for breach of 
promise. I don't want his money, although 
my lawyers have advised me to sue him. I 
am going to get back the $3,000 I have given 
him, however. I helped him in all of his cam- 
paigns, and I expected that we would be mar- 
ried when he was able tosupport me. I never 
would have asked him to give the money 
back if we had been married, but I think at 
least that much is due me now. 


Mortgaged Business to Aid Him. 

‘In one campaign I mortgaged my dress- 
making establishment at Michigan avenue 
and Sixteenth street and gave him $500 of the 
money. At another time I secured money 
from another place at 3901 Sheridan road, 
where I had a dressmaking shop, and gave it 
to him when he was running for representa- 
tive from the First district. 

“In one of his other campaigns I got money 
from a little property I owned in Paris, Ill., 
my Home before I came to Chicago. I not 
only gave him money but I used my influence, 

d when I tell you that I have lived in-his 
aiktrict for sixteen years you will know that 
it amounts to something. 

“TI believe that in his last campaign for 
state senator I was the hardest worker he 
had. I brought a good many votes to him, 
and it was due to me that some of his old ene- 
mies turned around and helped him. 


Call Her “Future Mrs. Brady.” 

“T thought the climax had come when I 
saw him elected senator, and every one greet- 
ed me as the future Mrs. Senator Brady. 
And then, after I had been so much help to 
him to put him where he is, he turned his 
back to me and I read of his engagement to 
this other woman. The only explanation he 
gave me was that he thought I was in love 
with another man. Thatis absurd. He was 
only saying it for an excuse. 

‘‘ Almost the first sign of a difference be- 
tween us ‘came last winter after Mr. Brady 
had gone to Hot Springs, Ark,, to recuperate 
after his senatorial campaign. There had 
been a slight quarrel before he left, the cause 
of which has always been a mystery to me. 

* While at Hot Springs he wrote me this 
letter: 

‘* Dear *‘ Toots’: When I left I said I 
would not write, but I, of course, did not 
mean what I said. But after getting here 
the more I thought about your actions 
and conduct a short period ago the same 
feeling began to grate upon my mind that 
I had when I first heard of it. At that 
time I worried a great deal. 1 have over- 
come that to some extent, but when I 
come and stop to think of my intense suf- 
fering I really don’t think that | deserve 
for one moment such treatment. 


Letter Tells of Quarrel. 

“TI am still suffering, and some of the 
time give up hope of recovery That 
is not now even appreciated. 

‘*T am sorry to be plain spoken, but 
I can be silent no longer withovt a word 
of protest. I love you, as you know, 
better than any other person on earth. 
In return, you kept me guessing. God 
alone, or others, knows what you are do- 
ing now. 

“T have been kind to you, only to have 
you do some things to make me fgel 
like an old man before my time. I hdve 
taken my medicine and said nothing. 


“Bright Spot of His Life.” 

‘“ When life seemed black to me I have 
thought of you as the bright spot of my 
life to turn to. 

‘ Today is one of those dark, rainy days 
when I should look for the brightest thing 
in life. I have forgiven and forgotten in 
the past, and I can still forgive but cannot 
forget. Perhaps some of your friends’ 
advice is better than mine. I hope it is 
I have always tried to show you the right 
path as I have seen it. You have seen fit 
to follow others’ advice. 

‘T sincerely trust this will find you in 
good health. It leaves me in very poor.

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TAFT EXPLAINS 
ADVANTAGES OF 
RECIPROCITY 


President Defends Pol- 
icy Before Western 
Economic Society.

economics, and high patriotism, he plowed 
with remorseless logic through the opposition 
to the pending legislation. 
He attacked In particular the lobbying cam- 
peaign of the lumber and print paper manu- 
facturers, the two principal interests which .; 
ere seeking to prevent the enactment of the 7 
nationally beneficial measure, and intimated | 


that, these, interests are also back of the ' 


excessively vociferous protests against the 


bill being issued in Washington, pretendedly 
' 


by the agricultural interests. 

He went further and alluded to the mon- 
epolistic conditions prevailing in the jumber 
industry, as revealed by the reports of the 
eommissioner of corporations. —~ 


In some Instances he found the considera- { 
tion of the objections to reciprocity so ab- :« 
surd that they moved him to good humored 


ridicule of the typical Taft variety. 


Audience Heartily with Him. 
His audience was enthusiastically with 


him, paid close attention to his argument, . 
applauded often, and laughed heartily at his _ 


jests. The three speakers who preceded him 
had been equally emphatic in their support of 
reciprocity and in their denunciation of the 
special interests which selfishly oppose it. 

J. Laurence Laughlin, professor of polit- 
ical economy at the University of Chicago, 
fairly exploded with wrath at the worn out 
sophistries and fallacies which have been 
hauled out by the lumber and print paper 
interests. 

“To say that the interests of Canada and 
the United States are opposed,’ he said, 
“is as absurd as to say that one man can- 
not sleep because some one else, somewhere 
else is sleeping and so using up all the sleep. 


The medieval notion that when two partileg - 


exchange their goods one of them always 
loses has been long outgrown by the civilized 
world.” 

Harry A. Wheeler, president of the Chicago 
Association, of Commerce, was even more 
He denounced as selfish 
greed and avarice thejattitude of the special 
interests, made financjally plethoric by the 


self-taxation of the people by high duties, 


which now attempt to block a measure which 
promises to increase the prosperity of the ° 
country at large and to decrease the high 
cost of living. He said he knew positively ‘ 
from correspondence and personal informa- | 
tion that the people of the central west, from 
the Alleghanies to the Missouri, are almost 
unanimously for reciprocity. 


Paper Man Voices Wrath. 

Practically the only discordant note of the 
day occurred at the afternoon meeting of 
the society when William Strange of Wis- 
consin, a print paper manufacturer, declared 
that in advocating reciprocity the President 
had broken faith with those who supported 
him for the nomination in 1908 in the be- 
lief that he would “ stand pat.”’ 

Others who may be disappotnted at the 
president's advocacy of a cause of the peo- 
ple did not make themselves so conspicu- 
ous. At the Irish Fellowship club lunch- 
which the president attended, for in- 
stance, Edward eines was not in evidence,

He said that it might seem strarge that | 
he should journey so far from the senate 
of the United States to aid in securing the 
passage of a measure through that body.

Praises Twenty-first Ward. 
bie won the good will of his audience at 
the start when he remarked: “I netice that 
the Western Economic society has pursued 
a policy which I have found most useful 
in selecting the members of my cabinet. 
It has drawn heavily upon the Twenty-first 
ward of Chicago.” 
He plunged at once into the matter of the

What the President Said. 

The president’s speech follows: 

“In beginning what I have to say, I desfre 
to express my sincere gratitude to the mem- 
bers of the Western Economic society for giv- 
ing me an opportunity co address on this im- 
portant subject so distinguished and intelll- 
gent a company,’ the president said. 

“ The Canadian reciprocity agreement, pro- 
viding for free trede in agricultural products 
of the two countries, and a corresponding 
reduction of duty on al] secondary food prod- 
ects, and for a considerable reduction in @ 
puniber’ of manufactured goods, passed the 
house of representatives in April last 

“It was referred by the senate to its com- 
mittee on finance, and there has been under 
consideration by the committee for a num- 
ber of weeks, Witnesses in favor and against 
the passage of the bill embodying the agree- 
ment’ have been heard at considerable length, 
and we now bope that the bil! will be brought 
before “the senate, possibly without recom. 
mendation, some time during the coming 
week. 


Gives History of Start. 

“The agreement had been suggested in 
the necessary conferences held with the 
representatives of Canada over the question 
of the application of the maximum and mini- 
mum clause of the Payne tariff bill to Cana- 
dian importations into this country; and in 
the course of the adjustment of that ques- 
tion, in which, by reason of certain Canadian 
concessions on exports of the United States 
into Canada, we were able to apply the mini- 
mum tariff to Canadian imports, it seemed 
mutually profitable to extend the considera- 
tion of the tariffs of the two countries, al- 
ready begun, to the point of a complete reci- 
procity agreement. 

‘*Cormmissioners who had expert knowl- 
edge of the subject were appointed, and after 
investigations, and study, and conferences 
that covered an entire year, an agreement 
was finally rea@med which has been embodied 
in ‘the bill which has.passed the house and fs 
pending in the senate. 3 


__‘Nation’s Approval Cordial. 

“The cordial approval throughout the 
eountry which the proposed agreement re- 
ceived when it was sent to the senate sur- 
prised even those who were responsible for 
its making, and I am confident that further 
cohsideration of the treaty since its submis- 
sion to congress in January las only con- 
firmed the popular judgment in favor of its 
adoption into law. 

“The treaty is pending in Washington, and 
the decision must be made in the senate of 
the United States. The question naturally 
arises why I should come out from Wash- 
ington to Chicago—a matter of a thousand 
miles—to speak on an issue like this when 
the persons to be reached are £0 much near- 
er my usual place of residence. The bill 
will pass, if it passes at all, because of the 
forte of public opinion in its favor. 

“The agreement has been criticised be- 
cause it was framed as @ completed docu- 
ment by the state department, without con- 
guitation with members of the house or the 
senate, and we of the administration have 
been subjected to many attacks on this 


ground. 
‘ Conferences Not Possible. 

*The subject matter of the treaty, how- 
many different items—that if conference had 
many different items—that if conferences had 
been sought in respect to these items the 
individual objections by senators and repre- 
sentatives would have been so many that 
we could never have reached an agreement 
at all. 

“One of the great objections to the o'd 
method of framing a tariff bill was that .n 
order to secure its passage every district 


had..to be given something in the bill in| 


. the way of protection, whether it needed it 
or not, for the purpose of appeasing the rep- 
resentative of that district and securing his 
guppor, This method was obviously calcu- 
jated to produce a bill drawn not with a view 
to the protection of those industries that 
really needed protection, but for many in- 
Gustries that cid not need it at ail. : 

“Hence the proposition has been made, and 
has received general approval, that the vari- 
ous schedules of the tariff should be con- 
sidered separately and that the amount of 
protection to be furnished to a particular 
product snould be determined on its merits 
with reference to the cost of its procuction 
at home and abroad. Now the Canadian 
reciprocity agreement in a little different 
way involves in its consideration the same 


principle. 
Must Be Approved gs Unit. 


“Tt calls fér approval as a unit without 
regard to the necessity for tariff revision, if 
there be such necessity, in respect to other 
achedules of the tariff not affected or touched 
by it. 

“T venture to think that there is much less 
réxl opposition to reciprocity than has been 
re ented in Washington for the purpose of 
inguencing votes in both houses. I am hope- 
ful that the bill will pass the senate, and 
when it does pass and has been agreed upon 
by the Canadian parliament its actual oper- 
ation will be so beneficial to both countries 
that the arguments against its adoption will 
be forgotten or will only be remembered as 
exaggerated instances of perverted imagina- 
tion. 

“I say this because I have examined the 
arcuments and compared them with the ac- 
tugl statistics and also because of similar 
experiences that the American people have 
had in respect to the adoption of partial reci- 
Procity with Cuba and of complete reciproc- 
ity with Porto Rico and the Philippines. 


Island Trade All Increased. 
“Under reciprocity with Cuba, which re- 
Guced the duties on each side 20 per cent, 
our trade with that country has doubled. 
Under complete reciprocity, or free trade, 
with Porto Rico our trade with that island 
Gas increased nearly fifteen times: under 
reciprocal relations with the Philippine 
islands our mutual trade has nearly doubled 
ip less than a year; and yet, in the case of 
éach of these changes, there were vehement 
@scussions, bitter opposition, and wild 
prophecies of disastrorus results. 
™ For ten years I engaged in the struggle 
fer Philippine free trade, and for ten years 
I was regarded as the enemy of the agricul- 
tural interests of this country engaged in the 
raising of beet and sugar cane, and yet, since 
the adoption of the Payne tariff bill, which 
€xtended free trade to the Philippines, I 
have not heard a single complaint as to the 
effect of that feature of the Payne tariff biii. .

Ought to Enlarge Lumber Source. 

“TI submit that as lumber is-essermtial to all, 
classes, farmers and merchants, as the price 
has gone far beyond what it ever was in the 
past, and as our supply is being rapidly 
exhausted, we ought, when we can, to enlarge 
the sources from which our people may se- 
cure it at reasonable prices. 

“The report of the chief of the bureau of 
corporations shows that the contro! of lum- 
ber in the United States is in comparativels 
few hands, and that they are so friendly to 
each other that the chance of a monopoly is 
neither remote nor impossible, ‘unless we 
bring to the markets of the United States the 
retatively inexhaustible supply to be found 
in Canada. 

“ Second, asto print paper. Thetariff board 
has made a most exhaustive examination of 
the comparative cost of production of priné 
paper in the United States and in Canada. 
Indeed, the report is so complete as to yindi- 
cate the judgment of those who proposed the 
creation of a board for the purpose of deter- 
mining the difference in the cost of articles 
at home pnd abroad with a view to assisting 
the congress in a national) readjustment of the 
tariffs. 


‘Canada Hampered by Cost. 
“This report shows that the mills best 
situated in the United States, with the. best 
machinery, can manufacture print paper ata 
slightly less cost than the mills best situated 
in Canada; that the Canadian mills on an ay- 
erage have newer machinery than the Ameri- 
can mills; that there are quite a number 
of American mills that use old machinery; 
and therefore do not conduct their business 
on economical lines; that the average cost 
of production in all the mills of the United 
States, including the poorest mills, is about 


$5 or more avton than the cost of production 


in Canada, with its newer mills; and that this 
$5 is just about the difference between the 
cost of pulp wood used in the United States 
and the cost of pulp wood used in Canada. 
“It seems fairly reasonable to suppose, 
too, that the pulp wood, which only grows 
north of the forty-fifth degree of latitude, 
will be exhausted in the Unite@States, or re- 
main in the control of a few persons, because 
of the drain of the American mills. 
“It is of the highest importance. there- 


manufacturers of print paper, in order that 
they may obtain their raw material at a rea- 
sonable price, to secure a letting down of the 
bars in Canada for this exportation of pulp 
wood, 


Aims at Crown Land Restrictions, 

“The provinces of Canada have contro! 
over the crown lands In which nine-tenths of 
the pulp wood is grown, and they have im- 
posed restrictions and export duties of vari- 
ous kinds upon the pulp wood in the crown 
lands in order to prevent the export of the 
wood except in the form of paper. 

“The agreement provides that whenever 
the Canadian provinces remove all restric- 
tions upon the exportation of pulp wood, then 
Canada will permit American paper to come 
free into Canada, and the United States will 
permit Canadian paper to come free into the 
United States. 

“ This exact agreement is not embodied in 
the bill as recommended to the house by the 
ways and means committee and as passed by 
the house. Inetead, in order to induce the 
Canadian provinces, over whom the dominion 
can exercise no control, to lift the reetric- 
tions upon the exportation of their pulp wood, 
it is provided that when paper is made fm 


export restriction, the paper may come into 
the United States free; and it is hoped that 
the difference of $5.75 between the duty on 
paper from restricted wood and no duty on 
paper made from unrestricted wood will in- 
duce the provinces to lift their restrictions. 


Thinks It Fair Deal. 

“It ts thus apparent that while & small 
amount of paper may come free into the 
United States under the existing tariff, the 
paper e from nine-tenths of the pulpwood 
of Canada will pay a duty of $5.75. It seems 
to me that this is treating the paper manv- 
facturers of the United States fairly. 

“It is a provision calculated to secure to 
them a source of supply where they can get 
thelr wood at $5 less a tom than in this 
country, with the disadvantage of a sma)!

“The employment of a New York City 
firm, skilled in sending circulars, is not the 
subject of proper criticism, provided the 
statements made in the circulars are reagon- 
able and well founded. 

“The significance of the fact that this 
same New York firm is looking for financial! 
assistance in the campaign they are carry- 
ing on in behalf of farmers against reciproc- 
ity not only to the grange but also to gen- 
tlemen interested in lumber, in the manufac- 
ture of print paper, and in other manufac- 
tures, cannot escape®the attention of the 
public, 


Discusses Farmer’s Side. 


** How is the farmer.to be affected by Cana- 
dian reciprocity and free tradé in agricul- 
tural products? Canada is so far north that 
her agricultural products are limited to 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, potatoes, live cattle, 
horses, and dairy products. 

“ She cannot and does not raise more than 
one-sixth of 1 per cent of the corn crop of the 
United States. She raises no cotton; she 
raises few vegetables; she raises few hogs 
because she has not the corn to feed them 
with. Sins 

“She is at present a great importer of a]! 
fruits, citrous and otherwise, from the United 
States; she imports a large amount of cotton- 
seed oll, which, by. the Canadian reciprocity 
treaty, is now made free; she cannot fatten 
cattle as they are fattened in the United 
States, and therefore it has becgme profitable 
for farmers to import young cattle from 
Canada, even with the duty on them, and to 
fatten them for the Chicago market. 

“The United Stafes imports into Oanada 
a great many more horees than she exports 
from the Canadians. She sends to Canada a 
much larger amount of potatoes than she 
receives from her. The,United States tm- 
ports into Canada about fifteen times as much 
of meat and dairy products ag Canada im 
ports into the United States, 


Small Grains Chief Imports. 
‘The only real importation of agricultural 
products that we may expect from Canada 
of any considerable amount will consist of 
wheat, barley, rye, and oats The world 
price of these four cereals is fixed abroad, 
where the surplus from the producing coun- 


fore, not only to the consumers but to the P tries is disposed of and is little affected by 


the place from wiich the supply is derived. 

‘Canadian wheat nets perhaps 10 cents 
less a bushel to the producer than wheat 
grown in the Dakotas or in Minnesota, due to 
the fact that the cost of exporting that wheat 
and warehousing it and marketing it at Liv- 
perpool is considerably greater than the cost 
to the Dakota farmer of disposing of his 
wheat to the millers of Minneapolis or send- 
ing it abroad. 

“If, now, the duty Is to be taken off wheat 
and the Canadian wheat can come to the 
millers of Minneapolis and other places, it 
can and will be made into flour, because the 
capacity of the American mills is 33 per vent 
greater than is needed to mill the wheat of 
this country. Canadian wheat can be im- 
ported and ground into flour without ma- 
terlally reducing the demand for or price of 
American wheat, and the surplus will be 
sent abroad as flour. 


May Increase Price Some. 

“The price of Canadian wheat wil) doubt- 
less be increased a few cents by access to 
the market nearer at hand. but the access 
to the market nearer at hand will not reduce 
the price of his wheat to the American farmer 
for the reasons stated. 

“A material benefit to all the farmers of 
the country, especially the stock and cattle 
raisers and the dairy farmers, will be the 
by-products of bran and shorts from the 
flour mills likely to follow the free export 
of wheat from Canada to those mills. These 
by-products are how so scarce and so high 
priced that many farmers are unable to pro- 
cure them. 1 

“ Whatt is true of wheat fe true of the other 
cereals. The trade between Canada and the 
United States cannot but increas the sale of 
agricultural products across the border both 
ways to nearer markets than they now reach 
in many instances. 

“The trade will be beneficial te both the 
seller and the buyer. It will not, tn my judg- 
ment, reduce the price of wheat or other 
farming products for our people in any 
marked way. P 

“It will, however, by enlarging the source 
of supply, prevent undue*fiuctuations and ft 
wil land ought to prevent an exorbitant in- 
creaes in the prices of ffarm products, which, 
as they have been for the last thrée or four 


years, have added greatly to the profit of all 
engaged in agriculture.

“Tt is asked, ‘Is it possible to reduce the 
cost of living on the one hand and maintain 
the pregent prices of farm products on the 
other?’ My own impression is that the cost 
of farm products is determined by the world's 
supply and not by local conditions of tariff or 
otherwise, and that as long as the movement 
toward manufacturing and away from the 
farms continues and the supply of,éerm 
laborers is reduced a continuance of high 
prices for farm products is inevitable. 

“ But I do think that reciprocity will en- 
large the reservoir or the supply of farm 
products for our people and thus prevent 
undue enhangement of prices beyond the 
present standard. If this be the case, then 
neither the farmer will be injured nor will 

eprices increase. 


Answers Tariff ‘Argument. 

“The argument is made, however; that to 
give free trade to the Canadian farmer in 
farm products, so as to permit him to enjoy 
the markets of the United States, is to give 
him an advantage over our own farmers, who. 
Miving behind a high tariff wall, have to pay 
a great dieal more for the cost of living than 
do Canadian farmers, whose protective sys- 
tem is not so prohibitive. 

** With respect to this argument, all I have 
to say is that it is not true. The average 
cost of living in the United States is not 
higher than it is in Canada. This is coa- 
clusively shown by two facts—first, that in 
spite of the preference given to English 
products imported into Canada, the duty 
being 83% per cent less than that imposed 
on goods from other countries, the United 
States imports into Canada $225,,000.000 of 
goods of the widest variety of manufactures, 
all of these entering into the cost of living, 
while Canada, with preference in favor of 
England, imports from England goods to the 
value of only $93,000,000. 

“In other words, despite the protective 
tariff maintained by Canada against the 
United States, Canada yet, in the matter of 
articles entering Into the cost of living of 
her people, buys two and one-half times as 
much from the United States as she does from 
England. 


Oanada Protects Manufacturers. 

“Again,in our negotiations over this Cana- 
dian reciprocity treaty, I directed our com-, 
missioners to secure as great a cut in the 
duties on manufactures in Canada as they, 
could, but they were unable to secure any 
more than appears in this treaty, forthe 
reason that Canada would not expose her 
manufacturers to the competition of Ameri- 
can manufacturers, which is conclusive proof 
that the manufactured products that enter 
into the cost of living are higher in Canada 
than they are in the United States, otherwise. 
they would not fear the competition of Amer- 
ican manufacturers. 

* But it is said that the farm land in Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Iowa. Wisconsin, and other 
states is much more valuable than the land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta, the 
great northwest provinces of Canada, and 
that to give Canadian farmers free entry of 
products on cheaper lands will be certain to 
lower the value of farm lands in this country. 


Contradicts Land Fiction. 

“Nothing could be further from the fact. 
The Canadian lands are farther removed 
from the Minneapolis and Chicago markets 
than the lands of Minnesota, Wisconsin. 
Iowa, or Illinois, and proximity to market 
is a most important element in the value of 
farm lands. 

“Then the natural change in farming in 
this country is from the raising of grain and 
other cereals for export to the raising of 
grain for farm consumption and development 
of the secondary products in the form of cat- 
tle and hogs. ; 

“ The live cattle are bought and fattened. 
The hogs are raised and fed. It is farming 
of this kind that explains the high value of 
farm lands in I}Minols and Iowa and other 
states. 

“ In 1900 the farm land value in North Da- 
kota was $11.15 an acre; in South Dakota, 
$9.92; in. Kansas, $12.17; in Nebraska, $16.27. 
At the same time the value of farm land in 
fowa was $36.36; in Illinols. $46.17; in Indc}- 
ana, $31.61; in Michigan, $24.12: in Wiscon- 
sin, $26.71; and in Minnesota. $21.31. 


Cites Proof from West. 

“If the argument as to the disastrous ef- 
fect of admitting the crops of the Canadian 
northwest to our markets upon the values of 
our farm land is correct. then the opening 
of lands In Kansas, Nebraska, and the two 
Dakotas in the two decades from 1890 to 
1910 shoml@d have had a similar effect upon 
the lands of the older states. 

* Now, what was the fact? What Vas the 
effect upon the farm lands of the older states 
of the competition of these newer states? 
The land in the older states became more 
devoted to corn and cattle and hogs, while the 
wheat and other cereals were left to the 
new lands. The effect was that the values of 
the land in the older farming states were in 
most cases more than doubled and the census 
reports of 1010 show the average farm value 
by the acre in IlHnois to be $95: in Iowa. $83 ; 
in Indlana, $62; in Michigan, $31: in Wiscon- 
sin, $43; and in Minnesota, $37. The year 
book of Canada shows the average farm 
values by the acre in the provinces of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta to be $28.94, 
$21.54, and $20.46 respectively in 1909. The 
difference in the value of the acre between 
Manitoba and Wisconsin is $14, between 
Wisconsin and Illinois is $52, between Wis. | 
consin and Iowa is $40, and between Michi- 
gan and Indiane is $31. 


Refutes Cry of Alarmists. 

“These figures show incontestably that 
the fear of a reduction im farm land values 
of this country but letting in Canada’s prod- 
ucts is wholly unfounded. 

“T always feel an impatience, perhaps an 
unreasonable one, im having to argue the 
question of schedules with reference tio the 
advantage of the reciprocity agreement with 
Canada, because it seems to me that the 
reasons for adopting it are deeper and wider 
than are to be found im comparison of per- 
centages and rates with respect to special 
localities and special businesses. 

“The general conditions are these: We 
have a people numbering ninety millions, 
occupying the best part of the North Agneri- 
can continent, with the widest variety of 
products and with an unexcelled fertility of 
soll. 

“To the north of us are people just like 
ourselves, {n descent, in wealth per capita, 
in education, in traditions, in ambitions and 
aspirations. They have a coumtry nearly 
equal to ours In area, not so fertile generally, 
and certainly not so rich in the wite va- 
riety of agricultwra)? producta 


Gives Statistics on Trade. 

“ There are seven millione of people. With 
them we have a trade of $325,000,000 a. year. 
We export to them $225,000,000 a year. rI¢ 
we deduct from our exporte to Germany, 
which is many témes as populous as Canada, 
the value of the cotton and the copper that 
we send there, it will be found that we export 
more of our manufactures and agricultural 
products to Camade then we do to Germany 
and thdt Englend ie the only foreign cus 
tomer we heve that takes more of our goods 
than this comperatively small populetion of 
Canada.

“If that be true, and Canada continues to 
grow, what may we expect to sell her if 
we reduce the tariff well, introduce as near 
ag we can free trade, and she increases her 
populhdion from seven millions to thirty 
millione? Shall we not be flying im the face 
of Providence to maintain «@ wall between 
ws and such a profitable market as she will 
furnish us? 

“ The comiitions between Came@e end the 


cost, in point of cost of living, im point of 
the general conditions prevailing in both 
countries. If either country has the adven- 
tage, the United States has it, and yet lor 
both the opening of the markets of each ta 
the other ie certain to intro@uce a measure of 

that we have never seen equaied 
in the trade between the two countries. 

‘*T do not advocate this treaty in view of 
its benefit to the United States alone but be- 
cause I am sure it will be beneficial to Canads 
also. if I did not think so my earnestness 
and enthusiasm for the treaty would be much 
abated, not that I have as much interest in 
the people of Canada as I have in the people 
of the United States, for I haven't reached 
that altruistic point, but because no such 
agreement can become permanent unless it 
does result in common benefit to both coun- 
tries, and if this were a jug handled arrange- 
ment, if all the benefit were to accrue to the 
United States and none to Canada, then, as 
the treaty might be repealed at any time, we 
could look forward to its early abrogation by 
the Canadian authorities. 

“It is because that I am confidént it will be 
seen on both sides to be a great, statesman- 
like measure, one looking to the beneficial in- 
terests of both parties to the contract, that I 
so urgently press its adoption upon the con- 
gress and the people of the United States. 


Discusses Treaty’s Chances. 

“ Now, what are the prospects of its pas- 
sage? It will doubtless be reported out next 
week, probably without recommendation, be- 
“‘tause the committee on finance in the senate 
is so constituted that it is nearly equally di- 
vided on the question of the wisdom of the 
treaty. Amendments will doubtless be pre- 
pared, some for the gurpose of improving the 
present bill without violating the terms of the 
agreement; others with a view of reducing 
the duties on importations from Canada be- 
low the rates agreed upon in the agreement, 
and still others not affecting the agreement 
at all but attempting a revision and reduction 
of duties on certain articles from all coun- 
tries. ‘ 

‘* In the first class comes what is known as 
the ‘Root amendment.’ Mr. Root proposes 
an amendment to the bill as it came from the 
house embodying the exact terms of the reci- 
procity agreement with reference to paper 
and material; that is. a provision that when 
the restrictions on exportation of pulp wood 
from Canada are removed by the provinces so 
the pulp wood may come in free into the 
United States, without the payment of any 
export duty, then there may be free trade in 
paper between Canada and the United States 
in print paper. ‘ 


Provision Already Furnished. 

“The printing bill provides, as I already 
have stated, that in order to induce the lift- 
ing of the restrictions which are now im- 
posed by thé Canadian: provinces on wood 
from crown ljands—which includes about 
nime-tenth of the Canadian wood—paper 
made in Canada from wood upon which there 
is no restriction in Canada may come in 
free. 

“It is only fair to say, with reference to 
the Root amendment, that ft is in exact ac- 
cordance with the agreement. But it does 
not offer the inducement to the lifting of 
the Canadian restrictions which the present 
provision in the bill does. More than this, 
there are so many in favor of the provision 
in the bill as it passed the house that I 
fear the adoption of the amendment in the 
senate might prove a serious obstacle to the 
passage of the bill through both houses. 

“The ‘second class of amendments are 
those by which it is proposed to remove the 
duty on meat and flour and other commoidi- 
es passing from Canada into the United 
States, so that the Canadians may intro- 
duce these articles without duty into tite 
United States while the American producers 
of the like commodities will have to pay 
duty to Canada to export them to that coun- 
try. 


Cites Objections to Changes, 

“The serious objection to these amend- 
ments is that as they are gratuitous conces- 
sions to Canada they will necessarily be en- 
larged by the provisions of what is called the 

avored nation clause in the treaties with 
other countries, so that the free trade then 
on with Canada will result in free trade with 
all other countries with whom such treaties 
are made. 

“ This is legislating in the dark, and is ob- 
jectionable on that account. If duties are to 
be removed, they ought to be removed ina 
bill which states on its face the whole effect, 
so that the wisdom, or lack of it, of the pro- 
vision may be fully considered and weighed 
before its adoption. 

“The third class of amendments finds an 
illustration in the proposal to put upon the 
reciprocity bill the so-called ‘ farmers’ free 
list’ as an amendment. Without respect to 
the merit of the farmers’ free list, the ob- 
jection to it as an amendment fs that to unite 
reciprocity and the farmers’ freé list is to de- 
feat both Dills. 


Pleads for Separate Action. 

“Those in favor of both, therefore, if they 
are sincerely In favor of both, ought to be 
willing to allow the reciprocity agreement to 
*be voted upon as a@ separate measure and 
upon its merits, and to rejoice in its passage, 
even if they may not have accomplished al] 
that they desire in the further revision of 
the tariff. 

“I am sure, however, that the matter has 
been so much discussed that the issue will 
be clearly understood, and that it wil] be 
known who Bre in favor of reciprocity and 
who are opposed to it, so that those who take 
part in supporting the bill may have the re- 
sponsibility, as they ought to have, of what 
follows the passage of the bill, and those who 
oppose the bill, either by way of amendments 
or otherwise, may have the responsibility of 
defeating the bill and what shall follow its 
defeat. 

Favors Fullest Discussion, 

“The bill is a most important one and 
should have the fullest discussion, and I am 
the last one who would or should complain 
of time taken by the senate in the proper 
consideration of the bill. 

“But when full discussion ts had I ear- 
nestly hope that the issue may be the bill 
submitted, without irrelevant and prejudicial 
amendments, to the senate for its patriotic 
consideration, 

“If that is done I sincerely hope the bill 
will pass and that in the course of a year 
we shall have a demonstration of the prin- 
ciple that trade, to be beneficial, must be 
beneficial to both parties; that artificial re- 
strictions that interfere with the advantage 
of geographical proximity to natur&) mar- 
kets and with the closer business association 
of neighboring peoples of the same race, in- 
telligence, conditions, and traditions are of 
no advantage to either people.”

Prof. David. Kinley of the University of 
IHinois, said that in his opinion the influ- 
ence of the proposed reciprocity treaty on 
the American farmer and manufacturer is 
being vastly exaggerated. 


Sees Nation’s Policy at’ Stake. 

“The treaty is essentially a question of 
policy,”’ he said. ‘* We are face to face with 
a problem that is extremely far-reaching in 
shaping the future policy of this country's 
dealing with its neighbors on both the north 
and the south. We must brave ourselves 
for the readjustment so as to bring about 
the greatest good for the greatest number. 

“Without a doubt the farmer would be 
affected by a treaty with Canada, but not in 
the extreme measure that has been sug- 
gested by some. The alarmists are taking 
too narrow a view of the question. The 
real destiny of this treaty would be to lead 
us into policies of expansion. The day of ex- 
clusiveness is passedt This treaty should be 
a forerunner to a great Pan-American al- 
liance which must ultimately be effected for 
the salvation of the consumer in the United 
States.” <3 

At the conclusion of Prof. Kinley's address 
a general discussion was suggested by the 
presiding chairman. WilHam Strange of Wis- 
consin, a paper mapufacturer, jumped to his 
feet and opened his remarks with a vigorous 
denunciation of the Republican party.

“The subject of reciprocity with Canada 
has not been thoroughly discussed. The peo- 
ple of this country scarcely appreciate what 
the country really affords. There are thou- 
sands of acres that can yet be scratched 
miles and miles of metal bearing lands as yet 
untouched, and numerous other productive 
interests that can supply our people for years 
and years without intervention or connection 
with any foreign country or power. 

“And yet President Taft and others say 
we must have reciprocity to progress. Well, 
we will give them a chanceto beshown.

In the brief filed by George T. Buc¥ingham 
and M. W. Borders, counsel for Edwara 
Morris and Louls Heyman, It is asserted that 
the decision of the Supreme court shows. 
that not every combination fn restraipt of 
trade is illegal and that the terms “ restraint 
of trade” and “ monopoly " are to be read 
and measured in the light of the evils that’ 
were intended to be met by the prohibition 
of injury to the public and to competitors. 

Similar argoments are contained In the 
third brief prepared by Moritz Rosenthal on 
behalf of other cefendants.

There 
were fifteen marriages out ofa total of thirty- 
four Cases, six were settled in the County 
court, two were settled in the Municipal 
eetlie Sie ene to the county jail, three gave 
bonds to make payments, five were dis- 
charged, and two were dismissed with leave 
to reinstate. .

This 
amount was not enough, however, to pay the 
interest.on outstanding indebtedness of the 
company and make the extensions required 
by the city franchise. The franchise of the 
company expires in 1926.

Col. Howard replied” that Chicago was be- 
ing’ badly mulcted. In his letter to Mr. 
Schilting, Colh. Howard reviewed the troubles 
New’ York is having’ with the wood block 
Paving trust, through specifications adopted 
by the'board of estimate} and said: 

“ It seems a pity that the specifieations of 


“Chicago should not be open to competition 


from various.successful ‘wood blocks used in 
various cities. You ‘will understand that I am 
not in favor of any one kind of pavement as 


against another, but I’think that each kind 


of pavement has its proper place and should 
be laid under epecifications defining require- 
ments and tests so that all possible competi- 
tion should be obtained and the best results 
determined.”’ 


Coal Tar Not Penetrating. 

Col. Howard called attention to the fact, 

that the wood block specifications adopted in, 
Chicago for the years _1910-'11 require the 
coal tar product, with which the blocks are 
impregnated instead of creosote, to have at 
least 1.10 specific gravity, and that this was 
too thick to permeate the blocks thoroughly. 
The resuk of this is that the blocks are not 
well preserved. Because of the specifications, 
only one firm’s product can be used, hence. 
the monopoly. 
Col. Howard showed a reporter this after-., 
noon a new block, such as one of Chicago's 
streets is now being paved with. Taking a 
chisel he split it and it wag seen that the 
tar product had not thoroughly soaked in for 
more than half an inch. Streaks of the tar 
had been forced in a little farther, but the 
center of the block was dry and white. 


Other Preparation Better. 

“ With creoeote and resin the preservative 
would have sOaked entirely through thé block 
and it would have been preserved for forty 
years,”” said Col. Howard. “In fact the 
blocks will wear till they are worn out with- 
out showing signs of rot, for the reason that 
the creosote is a germicide and destroys the 
fungus growth which causes decay. They 
say they can’t get resin, which is used in com- 
bination with creosote, to keep out water, but 
there are combinations that wil) answer the 
purpose.””

Meanwhile Mrs. Keep, 
alarmed by her husband’s absence, had insti- 
tuted a search. She finally found the body 
at the morgue. . It was ordered embalmed. 
There will be services in the American church 
next Wednesday and the remains will then be 
brought to the United States for interment. 

Mr. Keep was born in Lockport, N. Y¥.. He 
received his education in Germany. and 
Switzerland before coming to Chicago in 
1876. Shortly after coming to Chicago he 
engaged in the lumber business with Charlee 
A. Street and Wayne B. Chatfield. 

About twelve years ago Mr. Keep married 
Miss Florence Boardman of Washington, whe 
belonged to one of tiie prominent old Cleve- 
land families.

Consequently, the department of justice 
has been insisting upon fines, and even these 
are proving of value in minimizing rebating. 
Since December twenty-nine indictments 


have been returned, and in six cases decided | 


in favor of the government the offenders have 
been forced to pay $28,000. The fines col- 
lected on these and indictments returned 
prior to that month have totaled $204,500. 

The New York Central, for example, en- 
tered a plea of guilty on the charge of grant- | 
ing rebates td the Standard Oi! company and 
paid into the court $35,000. A like plea on the 
same charge was made by the Pennsylvania 
line, whieh was fined $20,000. 

For fatiure to collect, demurrage charges 
due from the Bethlehem Steel company the 
Philadelphia and Reading was fined $46,000, | 
and fines in like sums were imposed on the 
Lehigh Valley and the Bethlehem Steel com- 
pany. Appeals have been taken in the cases 
te the Cireuit Court of Appeals. . 

Such fines as these are bound to Influence 
the policy of the roads. No company is wi!)- 
ing to permit its revenues to be so materially 
cut into, and, naturally, it will hold ite head 
officials reaponsible. In thig way the latter 
can be b t to book. It is a roundabout 
method, bugup to this time it fe the only one 
which can used successfully. 


Good Results Now Seen. 

Already it has been producing results. 
There is not today, save in a comparative- 
ly few cases, the high handed and indefensi- 
bie rebating which wes practiced in the past. 
It will not be poesible for great corpora- 
tions, like the Standard Oil and other trusts 
to build up their business largely by fore. 
ing railroads to give them )jower rates than 
are charged their competitors. 

If anything of this kind is done it must 
be in a surreptitious way and in the nature 
of evasions rather than violations of the 
law. Indeed, most of the investigations the 
interstate commerce commission is now 
making are into offenses which, while yvio- 
lating the spirit of the law, do not apparen:- 
ty touch its letter. 

The language of the statute is so broad, 
however, that it is believed by the commig-. 
gion to apply to any discriminations what- 
soever, and this is the view algo of the de 
partment of justice. Consequently whenever 
the commission's examiners find any de- 
parture from the published tariffs in favor cf 
one shipper as ageinet another, the fact is 
promptly considered by Mr. Lane and if jus- 
tifable the matter is referred to Attorney 
Genera} Wickersham for his action. 


Temptation to Evade Law. 

* No one has ever expected that railroads 
would refrain from getting business at the 
expense of rivals, no matter how question- 
able the methods observed, save under ap- 
prehension of federal punishment. Traffic 
managers make their reputations by the 
amount of freight which they are able to 
get for their roads at satisfactory ratea 

A big temptation to violate or evade the 
anti-rebate law presents itself when a large 
shipper aske for a reduced rate on account 
of the tremendous amount of freight he of- 
fers in comparison with that tendered by 
another shipper engaged in the same trade 
and threatens to use some other line if the 
concession be mot made. 

The law, however, sees no difference be- 
tween large and smal! shipments. The pub. 
lished (riff rates without discrimination 
must be observed and prosecutions follow 
discovery of failure to do eo.

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TOLSTO! BIGAMY CASE PUZZLE 


Charges Against Nephew of the 
Writer in Paris Stir, 


LATEST WIFE AN AMERICAN. 


Says Marriages with Two Others Are 
Void Under the Russian Law. 


[BY CABLE TO THP CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, June 8.—The bigamy charge 
brought against Alexander Golenischew 
Koutouzow, Count Tolstoi, son of Count Paul 
Telstoi, who is the czar's master of the hunt, 
is proving a puzzle to the legal authorities 
here. Count Tolstoi eighteen months ago 
married at the Russian church here Miss 
Mary Frothingham, daughter of a New York 
banker. 

The plaintiff in the action is Mme. Flora 
Maria Coriat, who claims to be the count’s 
wife on the strength of a marriage ceremony 
celebrated in England in March, 1893 

Apart from the sensation caused by the 
affair on account of the well known prin- 
cipals, the case is all the more interesting be- 
cause the French courts are now asked to 
decide whether a marriage contracted by a 
foreigner, according to English church laws, 
can be considered valid in this country. 


Says Marriage Is Void. 

When interviewed at his residence in 
Paris, Count Tolstoi said that before marry-> 
ing Miss Frothingham he had obtained from 
the Holy Synod the annulment of his first 
marriage and that he had at the same time 
begun proceedings to restrain Mme. Coriat 
from using his name. 

Mme. Coriat, who at present is absent from 
Paris, charges that Count Tolstol deserted 
ner after they had lived togetherin Paris for 
eighteen months, following their marriage, 
and that since then he has failed to support 
her either personally or by letter. 

The cage will be heard incthe Paris courts 
as soon as the investigation has been com- 
pleted. 

Charlies G. Loeb, an American solicitor in 
the Avenue de |'Opera here, who acted as 
Miss Frothingham’'s legal adviser with re- 
gard to her marriage and was a witness for 
her at the ceremony, when interviewed today 
in regard to the matter said that Mme, Cori- 
at's action might be upheld by the French 
courts if the statements made by her were 
accurate. ‘ 

* While the Russian law does not,’’ he said, 
** pecognize the validity of any marriage not 
contracted according to the rites of the Rus- 
sian chureh, both Hnglish and French law 
will uphold any marriage solemnized in ac- 
cordance with the legal requirements of the 
country in which it takes place.”’ 


May Uphold Bigamy Action, 

Count Tolstei, who is a nephew of the fa- 
mous Russian philosepher and author, re- 
cently deceased, in reply to a summons by 
Mme. Coriat for the restitution of her conju- 
gal rights, had served on her a counter sum- 
mons, in which he stated that as he was of 
Russian nationality, and as the wedding was 
not proved or followed by any orthodox re- 
ligious ceremony or by any of the formalities 
prescribed by the Russian law, he considered 
the marriage null and void, He added that 
the Russian hely synod did not in any way 
recognize the existence of such a marriage 
as that on which Mme, Coriat based her 
claim. 

On the other hand, the case, which is being 
privately investigated by Le Matin, presents 
remarkable aspects, the paper having found 
evidence, it says, of the count’s marriage 
with yet a third young woman, Miss Julia 
Jackson, at Hull, in England, on Jan. 28 
1868. When interviewed by Le Matin, the 
count said: 

*“ These little complications do not worry 
me at all. Any marriage previous to that 
with Miss Frothingham are of no importance. 


Doesn’t Remember Marriage. 

“Why, all this was years ago, when I was 
in my youth. During a stay in England I 
made the acquaintance of Miss Coriat, a 
Jewess, in a Londen music hall. I have no 
recollection. of a marriage with her. If it 
actually took place, it must have been after 
a good luncheon. 

“ But whether It took place or not does 
not matter. If there had been thirty mar- 
riages, not one would be valid, the Russian 
chureh not recognizing any net performed 
before a priest of my religion. 

* Leaving London, I came to Paris with La 
Coriat, and left her after a few months. Later 
I appear to have married another girl, Julia 
Jackson, also of London. 

** La Coriat, after I married Miss Frothing- 
ham—legally this time—wrete me repeatedly 
for money to the extent of $50,000. To avoid 
the threatened scandal, I obeyed an ukase 
from the czar annulling the marriage with 
La Coriat and filed it with the procurator of 
the French republic, the application of an- 
nulment being the same here. in conse- 
quence of this application La Coriat is now 
charging me with bigamy.” 


Believes Count Will Win. 

The count’s lawyer takgs the matter a lit- 
tle more seriously than his client, but believes 
these English marriages will not be recog- 
nized in the French courts, 

A leading authority on the French mar- 
riage law here, Maitre Clunet, conS#iders the 
issue doubtful, and is unable to conceal his 
satisfaction at such a complicated problem 
coming before the courts for decision. He 
says: *‘The case is not only strange, but 
from a juristic standpoint an elegant one. 
Toistoil, through previous marriages, ac- 
quired the condition of a married man, and, 
despite this fact, he contracted another mar- 
riage here. The defense certainly has some 
excellent argvments, but it must be admittea 
that the progectution also has some good fea- 
tures to work upon.” 


JEWS SEEK ARMY OFFICES. 


Members of Race Demand That They 
Receive Commissions in Military 
Branch in Germany. 


BERLIN, June 3.—German Jewish organi- 
zations have undertaken a campaign against 
the unwritten military law prohibiting 
Jews from becoming officers in the Prussian 
army. A resolution, unanimously adopted 
by two leading Jewish organizations, the 
Union of German Jews and the Central Asso- 
ciation of German Citizens of Jewish Faith, 
at a meeting at Frankfort-on-Main reads: 

“ Contrary to the custom of all sther civ- 
lized states, soldiers of the Jewish faith in 
the Prussian army are at a disadvantage, in 
the matter of promotion, as compared to 
Christians and the Christian sons of Jewish 
parents. 

“The assembly protests against this 
eondition as unconstitutional and illegal, 
and expresses the hepe that the competent 
authorities will sueceed in abelishing this

“One seldom sees a perfect mouth now- 
adaya. My ideal is the rosebud or Cupid's 
bow type, which is the only pure type of 
oeauty. It may net show character, but 
that does not matter. Unluckily, woman ts 
developing much character now, and the re- 
sult may be that she will lose the beauty 
of her lips. 

“ It cannot, I think, be too well understood 
that @ beautiful mouth is at its best in repose. 
The present fashion of smiling and showing 
the .eeth is deplorable. From the artistic 
peint of view a smile is nothing but a con- 
tortion ef the face which ruing the features 
for purposes of portraiture. 

“ Face muscles that should be In repose are 
brought into activity. and the resuit is by 
noe Means beautiful. The mouth is stretched 
across the face, the lips lose any curves they 
may have, and the whole face suffers. 

“ Among men the Americans‘seem to me 
to have tne best mouths. There is something 
Indian in their shape and they are often 
clean cut and shapely. Many Englishmen 
+ unfortunately hide excellent mouths Lehina 
ugiy mustaches.”’ 


British Navy Airship Launched. 

The navy airship No. 1 has at last been 
finished by: Messrs. Vickers, has been suc- 
cessfully launched, and will now undergo 
trials in the air. It has rather daringbly, it is 
thought by some, been christened the Mayfly. 
It would have been completed long ago only 
the constructors had to alter plans and to use 
Materials different from those originally 
specified. 

The principal features of the aitship are: 
Length, 512 feet; diameter, 48 feet. The 
airship has a bluff noge and tapers to a point 


aft. It is sustained in the air by seventeen 
gas bags. 


Halo Confirmed by Science. 

Dr. Albert Caan of the Heidelberg Cancer 
institute announces the result of certain ex- 
periments which show that the human organs 
contain quantitles of radium or some alited 
radio-active substance. Anatomical Fpect- 
mens which could not possibly have come into 
contact with iseflated radium showed all the 
qualities associated with radium. 

Dr. Borness, another investigator, an- 
nounces that the brain substanice is radio- 
active and under certain conditions irradiates 
a faint glow.

Why They Balked at Hymn. 

The difficulties of true translation are enog- 
mous. This well known fact has been re- 
cently discovered again by some South Af- 
rican missionaries who have had some fa- 
vorite English hynms translated into the 
vernacular for the benefit of their. native 
converts,

ing they found out that their translator had 
been particularly free. One of the finest 
examples of this was his version of@he well 
known hymn which opens with the line 
‘Lord dismiss us with thy blessing."”” This 
was rendered, “ Lord kick us out, sodily, 
softly.”’ 


On Marriages of Cousins. 

At a meeting of the Royal socicty last week 
Prof. Karl Pearson presented a paper by S. 
M. Jacobs on inbreeding, with special refer- 
ence to the marriage of first cousins. A de- 
tailed examination of the history of a large 
number of such marriages showed that when- 
ever an evil factor of the Mendelian reces- 
sive type is a fairly common occurrence iu 
a family, a first cousin nwvarriage is not likely 
to produce more defective offspring than any 
other kind of marriage. 

On the other hand, rare receesive evils 
whieh have only occurred in distant genera- 
tlons are far more likely to be developed by 
a consanguineous marriage. Mr. Jacobs’ 
conclusion was that it was probable that 
there are many of these rare defects latent in 
all men and women. The chanwe of any par- 
ticular one of these appearing in children 
was largely increased in cases of cousin mar- 
riage. There were, however, many desirable 
qualities which might be shown to be reces- 
sive, and these were expected to recur @s well 
as the evil ones. 


England’s Upper Ten Thousand. 

‘The upper ten thousand ”’ in England is 
a figure of speech which happens to be more 
nearly correct than most people imagine. 
From a statement made by Lloyd-George ina 
parliamentary paper it appears that last 
year there were 10,300 persons in the United 
Kingdom with incomes of over §25,000a year. 
The exact number has been ascertained 
through the chancellor’s new super tax, 
which imposes an extra 24% per cent on in- 
eomes exceeding that figure, The total in- 
come of these 10,800 persons was $650,008 500, 
or an average of $63,105 each. 

The aggregate gross income of the inhab- 
itants of the British isles for the year was 
$5.045,000,000. This total included $680,000,000 
drawn by 585,000 persons officially described 
as employés; an average of $1,165 a head. 
There were 202 employés with salaries over 
$25,000 a year, and twenty business men made 
incomes of over $250.000.

Popular Interest in ‘Trial at Fever 
Heat in Kingdom. 
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BRUSSELS. June 3—Many, if not all, of 
those dark secrets which King Leopold II. of 
Belgium tried to take with him to his grave— 
the history of @ life strange beyond com- 
parison, the explanation of hatred of his own 
children which he carried te a degree that 
has in it a touch of insane erue!l cunning— 
may be revealed by the suits of Princess 
Louise of Belgium to obtain her share of her 
father’s estate, which are now being tried. 
For these reasons popular interest in the 
legal procedure is at a fever heat throughout 
the kingdom, and the interest has spread to 
many other countries of Europe, where the 
result is awaited with no little anxiety. It 
is not only because of the amount of money 
involved—about $20,000,000—but because the 
persons interested in the suits are of the 
highest standing in Belgium, and through 
them other names may be dragged into the 
scandal and other courts inyolved. 

On one side. fighting alone, is Princess 
Louise of Belgium, disinherited by her father, 
herself the heroine of many romantic ad- 
ventures.

her sisters, Princess Stephanie and Princess 
Clementine, the former the wife of Count 
Lonyay, the latter the recent bride of Prince 
Victor Napoleon. 


Against the Princesses.

Leopold’s family, which had so recently 
ascended the throne of Belgium, possessed, 
perhaps, more skeletons in its closet than any

If anything was wanting to prove that 
Lord Rosebery’s remarkable speech did sa 
It’ was appropriate that the politician whoa, 
mere than any other, had led the lords into 
the present disastrous position was chosen to 
pronounce the funeral oration over the dead 
and buried existing house of lords. 

The caricaturists picture Rosebery as & 
swan singing his last song, for Rosebery’s 
speech, more than any other, sounded the 
note of final surrender. He advigec the lords 
not merely to accept the second reading of 
the veto bill, but to abstain from their inten- 
tion to propose the anti-home rule and other 
amendments. 

Rosebery accepted the two general elec 
tions as deciding the question and admitted 
that Premier Asquith had no choice but to 
persevere with the veto bil! in the present 
shape and to reject a!l amenc ments. 


Admits King Gave Pledges. 

Even more remarkable than this counsel of 
despair was Rosebery’s acknowledgment 
that Asquith had received guarantees from 
the king which would enable him to create 
500 peers if it were necessary to force the 
hands of the house of lords. 

Rosebery attempted to carry off this state- 
ment by a burlesque picture af these new 
peers, but this did not alter the fact that he 
confessed that Asquith would get the new 
peers if he wanted to. 

I ‘have contended all through this contro 
versy that Asquith had received written 
guarantees from which there was no escape 
before he went to the last genera! election 


Some Tories Talk Fight. 

Ragsebery's declaration puts this question 
finally beyond a]] dispute, for he has always 
maintained: close relations with royalty, 
where he has always been persona grata. 

On the ether hand, some of the Tory jours 
nalists still] profess to believe the back woodg~ 
men may throw over Lansdowne and insist

3elow these is a great revolution which 
will liberate England from centuries of aris- 
tocratic control and! place the power in the 
hands of the masses. 


Rosebery Capritious. 

Lord Rosebery’s incursions into politice] 
etrife in England become severy day more 
fitful and jess effective. ; 

That curious nan gee of 
temper and temperament ich accounts for 
the strange vicissitudes of his career wags 
weil] hit off the other night in the house of 
lords by Lord Newton, another peer of ¢ 
bright and irreverent wit, who compared 
Lerd Rosebery to a prima donna requiring 
a good deal of coaxing. 

It is rather asa prima donna star performeg 
than as a serious politician that Lord Rose 
bery is now regarded even among his fele 
low peers. For days, sometimes for weeks, 
he site in his place on the cross benches in 
the house of lords without opening his lips 
or relaxing the owl-like impasestvity of hig 
face. 

The selection of his seat has its signifi- 
cance. The houge of lords, unlike the house 
of commons, has cross benches: thet is to 
say, benches on which men sit who desire 
to prociaim thereby that they are inde- 
pendent of all party ties. In the house of 
commons you can sit on benches that pro- 
claim you a moderate Liberal, or a Radical, 
or @ Laborite, a high Tery, or an Irish Na- 
tionalist, but you can find no bench that 
proclaims you @ neutral. In the hquse of 
yords things have to be differently arranged 


The reason is simple. Among the peers 
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a@re members of the royal family, great gen- 
erais or.admirals, great judges, and all these 
clasces are supposed to have no party pell- 
tics or’ opinions; they have to carefully 
conceal them from the public. 

The result-is that between the two great 
rows of seats which are occupied by mem- 
bers of the two great parties, there inter- 
vene four or five benches right fn the middle 
of the chamber, these are the croes benches. 
It ison one of these benches that Lord 
Rosebery always sits. This means that while 
he has separated himself from his oid friends 
sai coNcagues in the Liberal party, he has 
not yet joined the Tories, at least not openly. 


Is Cursed with ‘‘Nerves.” 

For the moment I do not see any probability 
of his coming out as a straight Tory; he is, or, 
at least he was up to a short time ago, ¢ 
pronounced free trader, and the Tories are 
etill for. the most patt protectionists. Nor 
{ndeed do party ties of any kind recommend 
themselves to Lord Rosebery in his present 
mood. It is much more agreeable to him 
to play the part of the detached citizen who 
is able to lash alternately both parties and to 
be the eloquent voice of‘ one crying in the 
wilderness. 

It is really the only part which nature ever 
{ntended him to play. It is the part which is 
imposed on him at once by his gifts and by 
his defects. His defects are fatal toa man 
who desires to be a man of action. 

He is cursed with nerves, and nerves of the 
most sensitive and uncertain tendencies. I 
heard him once compared by John Morley to 
a naked man on a storm beatenheath. Even 
a breeze, much less a tempest, could make 
him shiver in agonized pain. 

This natural supersensitiveness displays 
itself In an extraordinary way, especially in 
the days when he was prime minister. When 
he formed his ministry one of the men he rad 
to disappoint was Henry Labouchere, or 
* Labby,”’ aw he is universally known. 

Labby and he had been great friends before 
they both finally abandoned the pleasant and 
free land of Bohemia for the gravity of po- 
litical careers. ‘“*‘ Labby “ in those days used 
to live in Pope's villa at Twickenham. 


Was ‘Real Upper-Bohemian, 

Twickenham is only a short Gistance from 
London, just beyond Richmond; the villa 
Jooks out on the Thames, which is crowded 
gach Sunday with the pleasure seekers of 
London: and thus it was at once a beau- 
tiful and an accessible retreat for the men 
and women of high and aristocratic circles 
who wanted to have the joyful and free-and- 
easy Sunday up the Thames. | 

Not far away from Pope's villa is Straw- 
berry Hill, the seat built by the romantic 
tastes of Horace Walpole, and then occupied 
by Lady Waldégrave, daughter of the cele- 
brated Jewish Braham, a lady who married 
three times, once for money, then for rank, 
end finally for love, the object of the love 
being a brilltant Irishman named Chichester 
Fortescue, who is now dead and who once 
played his part on the political stage. 

To Pope's villa used to go in those far- 
off days every man and woman of Upper 
Bohemia. The late king, then Prince of 
Wales and still in his roystering days, was 
a constant visitor; so were ajl the young 
blood by whozfi he was then surrounded; and 
Lord Rosebery, then a young unmerried 
man, far more concerned in horseracing than 
in politics,*was one of the favored guests. 

Rosebery’s time came when he became 
prime minister, and it was not unnatural 
that *‘ Labby”’ should look to memories of 
the old bohemian days together as giving 
some claim to remembrance. “ Labby " be- 
sides had done extraordinary work for the 
Liberal party. Nothing was more remark- 
able as one of the curious contrasts of char- 
acter than to see this little man, cynical, dis- 
fiiustoned, hard and indolent, rush all over 
England to big meetings In town, to wretched 
little gatherings in country villages, travel- 
ing often by night trains and making speech 
after speech until outraged nature at last 


- took fits revenge and sent him to bed with 


a fierce attack of gout. 
Distrusts ‘‘Lobby.” 


I should mention a curious example of the 
weirdness of the man, one incident during 
these peregrinations which reveal his strange 
nature. Though always wealthy and able to 
indulge himself as much as he liked, “ Lab- 
by “” had always a perfectly unnatural indif- 
ference to the pleasure of the table. He had 
been practically a teetotaler all his life, ever 
when he used to stop up ali night to the sup- 
per rooms and other resorts of London in the 
gay and roystering "30s and '60s of the last 
century. 

He, therefore, told with keen delight how 
one poor old country dissenter who kept a 
gmall store, wishing to do him honor and 
gratify his palate, presented him ham sand- 
wiches made up of sponge cake. 

But Rosebery, either because he distrusted 


.“*Labby ’” or. because the late queen hated 


a man who had been so0 outspoken a critic 
cf royalty, put her foot down whatever the 
reason, Rosebery offered “ Labby ”’ nothing, 
and even refused his request for an em- 
bassy. Then “ Labby”’ turned upon Rose- 
bery the vitriolic hose of his pen In Truth, his 
brilliant paper, and Rosebery used to stop 
vy on nights plaintively bewaliling these at- 
tacks to subordinates who were aghast at

WAR TALK AT AN END.

Mutual Visits of Rulers a Power- 
ful Factor in Interna- 
tional Affairs.

George V. of England is in a fair way 
towards proving himself a more able diplo- 
mat than his father, and the fears which 
were expressed at the time of the demise 
of Edward VII. to the effect that his dis- 
appearance from the scene would impair the 
position and the influence of Great Britain 
in the concert of nations have not been 
realized. 

The late king, at his death, left England 
within appreciable distance of war with Ger- 
many. By many, indeed,,an outbreak of 
hostilities between the two countries seemed 
imminent. In fact, during the last two or 
three years of King Eaward's reign little else 
was talked of in his dominions, as well as in 
those of his nephew the kaiser, than of that 
conflict between the two nations. 

Today the likelihood of war between Ger- 
many and England—a war that could not 
fail to ¢mbroil other great powers—has di- 
tminishe y at least 50 per cent. Some op- 
timists insist that the certainty of peace 


75 or 80 per cent, and that the prospects are 
of so rosy a character as to admit of an 
abandonment of that titanic struggle for su- 
periority in armaments which is exhausting 
financial resources on both sides of the North 
sea. 


~~ 

It cannot be denied that the relaxation of 
the tension between Germany and Great 
Britain now apparent is altogether phenom- 
enal, and to most people wholly unexpected. 
It has been brought about not by the diplo- 


nations concerned—still less by any of the 
numerous organizations that have been 
formed for the: promotion of peace, but 
by the personal efforts of the two rulers— 
namely: King George and the kaiser, who is 


his first cousin, Moreover, it has been ac- 
complished without impairing in any Way 
the entente cordiale between England and 
France. 

At the time of King George's accession I 
predicted in these letters an improvement in 
the relations between England and Germany, 
basing my prophecy on a knowledge that 
George never had shared his father’s preju- 
dice against the kaiser, but, on the contrary, 
liked him. Since then the intimacy between 
the two cousins, who had clasped hands when 
rising from their knees beside the remains 
of Edward VII. as he lay in state in West- 
minster hall, has gone on quietly increasing, 
and it found for the first time its public ex- 
pression when a fortnight ago William ar- 
rived in England on the pressing invitation 
of George to attend the ‘unveiling of the 
monument to that great queen of whom they 
had been the two favorite grandsons. 

The kaiser came, not with any ministers of 
state, but with his wife and daughter, and 
throughout his week's stay at Buckingham 
palace emphasized his freedom from the 
‘trappings of state by his going about every- 
where in mufti instead of in uniform, with 
attendants as unobtrusively garbed as him- 
self, that he was in London not as a foreign 
potentate, but as one of the royal family of 
England, to visit his British relatives and 
hig mother’s people. 


—o- 
His unaffected enjoyment of his Pagtish 
holiday, the undisguised pleasure which both 
he and the empress manifested at being once 
more in that England in which she had 
spent so much of her girlhood, under the 
care and guardianship of her uncle and aunt, 
Prince and Princess Christian, at Cumber- 
land lodge, in the great park at Windsor, took 
at once with the public and disarmed all its 
previous prejudice. ;, 
Wherever they showed themselves they be- 
came the objects of manifestations of pop- 
wiar good will, more pronounced than those 
accorded to any other foreign ruler, and 
nowhere on the continent of Europe, not ft 
Vienna, nor in Pesth, nor even anywhere in 
Germany, were the ovations which they re- 
ceived so enthusiastic, whenever recognized, 
on every day throughout their stay tn Lon- 
don.

Had King Edward seen more of his nephew, 
the kaiser, instead of pointedly avoiding him, 
there would have been less room for the play 
of those intriguers at the courts of St. James 
and of Potsdam, who believed it to be to their 
interest to keep the two monarchs apart and 
to foster fll will between them. Much of the

Anglo-German bitterness of the last ten 
years, now happily dispelled, but which has 
been a source of so much international con- 
cern, disturbance, and expense, has been due 
to the personal prejudice thus fomented of 
the late King Edward against the kaiser. 

Irritable remarks, uttered on the impulse 
of the moment by the king about the kaiser, 
were conveyed in all haste from London to 
Berlin, and the most mischievous and un- 
friendly interpretation placed thereon, while 
at Potsdam there were plenty ef people only 
too ready to communicate, in the highly col- 
ored fashion possible, petulant references of 
Emperor William to his uncle. Edward was 
thus led to believe that William was bent on 
harming England, while, om the other hand, 
the kaiser was taught to believe that his 
uncle’s one alm in life was to organize an fn- 
ternational coaHtion to contro! and dominate 
Germany. Had they seen more of each 
other, that is. after Edward VII. became 
king, and especially curing the last half of 
his reign, much ill feeling between England 
and Germany might have been avoided.

It must always be borne in mind that the 
conduct of the foreign policy of a nation is 
vested by the constitution in its ruler. Itis 
therefore of the utmost importance that he 
should be in close touch and on terms Of per- 
sonal acquaintance with his fellow rulers. 
Had President Roosevelt personally known 
the czar, the kaiser, King Edward, and the 
mikado in 1905 he would have been in a posi- 
tion to move more rapidly and effectively 
than he did in bringing the war in Manchuria 
to a conclusion. And there is no doubt that 
if the relations of the United States with 
Japan have become so much smoother than 
they were under the last administration, it le 
because President Taft knowe and is per- 
sonally known by the Tenno and by the 
leading statesmen at Tokio, who are con- 
vinced of his loyal determination to main- 
tain the friendliest relation with Dai Nippon. 


JAPAN RULES ON EMIGRATION. 


New Treaty Will Not Change Policy of 
Restricting Journeys of Natives 
to United States. 


TOKIO, May 17.—The following is the gist 
of .the emigration policy adopted by the 
Japanese government asa result of the 
conference of prefectura secretaries just held 
at the foreign office. 

The new Japanese-American treaty will in 
no way change the policy of restricting emi- 
gration of Japanese to the mainland of the 
United States,Hawali, and Canada. 

The so-called ‘‘ sending for a wife,” which 
is getting more and more popular, is really 
marriage contracted by exchange of photo- 
graphs. The government will investigate 
more strictly the applications of women who 
desire to go abroad in this way, because 
they are often deceived by people abroad 
seeking to hoodwink the authorities.

BIG PROFIT TO LAWYERS. 


Suits Brought to Regain Confis- 
cated Property of. Religious 
Congregations. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, June 3.—An extraordinary feature 
which has prolonged the conflict between 
the church and state in France was brought 
into prominence Tuesday, when M. Regis- 
man Set reported, to the committee which 
be senate appointed to inquire into the 

Guidaion of the property of the religious 
congregations under the Waldeck-Rousseau 
act of 1904 that almost the whole of the 
milliard francs ($200,000,000) estimated to 
accrue to the coffers of thé state from this 
source had vanished. 

In nearly every case of the appropriation 
of property of churches, convents, or other 
religious organizations, actions have been 
brought against the Mquidators, or state re- 
ceivers, sometimes numbering as many as 
thirty, by members of congregations or by 
other persons asserting their interest in 
contesting the legality of seizure. 


State Pays the Costs. 

After fighting their actions out in the high- 
est courts and bosing, they always disap- 
peared or declared themselves insolvent, 
leaving the liquidators to pay the costs on 
both sides. In this manner nearly all the 
money realized has melted into the pockets 
of lawyers and advocates, instead of going 
to found secular state schools and into the 
old age pension fund, as intended. 

The congregationg, moreover,” have 
throughout been able to obtain the gratuitous 
services of the best lawyers of the day, these 
being on the church side, while the state 
has suffered by its cases being directed from 
several government departments, often act- 
ing at variance with each other. 

$70,000,000 May Be Saved. 

Of the $200,000,000 which was confidently 
anticipated, about $70,000,000 may be saved, 
which will just suffice for the support of in- 
firm and needy persons left on the hands of 
the state by the dissolution of religious chari- 
ties. 

The church declared at the beginning of 
the conflict that secular schools should re- 
ceive none of its money, and it has managed 
to make good its threat in spite of the drastic 
measures and immense labors of the govern- 
ment.

India’s Great Misfortune, 


It is India’s misfortune that her policy has 
been determined in London, Lancashire. and 
Dundee. This is but another way of saying 
that the direction which the expenditure of 
India’s revenue has taken has been deter- 
mined by what its alien masters thought to 
be their own intérests. 

As Mr. Wacha points out in a recent number 
of the Indian Review, the Laurentian policy, 
sometimes known as that of “ masterly inac- 
tivity,” prevailed from the days of the 
mutiny until 1876. Inaugurated by Lord Law- 


| rence, it was maintained by his successors 


until the retirement of Lord Northbrook. It 
was Lawrence's policy never to interfere 
with border politics. And no English name 
will live longer in British-Indian history. 

The Laurentian policy was approved by 
the home government. Jingoism had not and 
Gid not get the bit in its mouth until the 
advent of Disraeli, the guru of gun powder 
and glory. He set that insane militant im- 
perialism in motion which did wonders in 
piling up India's debt, to say nothing of lit- 
tle England's fresh load of national debt in- 
curred in the war {n South Africa. ; 

Jingo Unionist government inaugurated 
the fifth stage with Lerd Curzon, who engi- 
netred the glorious or inglorious Tibet cam- 
paign. Lord Curzon broke loose in his own 
grandiose style, informing the scareheads 
at home that India had become a tremendous 
frontier state Mke Germany and Austria, 
surrounded by great military powers whose 
further resistiess march must be repelled at 
all costs and hazards. 


Military Expenditures Double, 

Military expenditure doubled in twenty 
years. India finds itself hitched to the fateful 
military policy of its rulers. 

India likewise suffered from the alien 
policy of civil administration, public. works, 
etc., which, in spite of Curzon’s cry for ef- 
ficiency, has progressed tn cost at a fearful 
rate. 

Moreover, there has been a larger expendi- 
ture for interest on railway loans. Genera! 
utility objects, such as education, sanitation, 
etc., have been starved. Capital expenditure 
on railways increased by $52.000,000 in the 
decade ending in 1908. In four years the in- 
terest charges alone increased $416,000, the 
result of government's extragavant rallway 
policy—a policy prompted by the outcry of 
the purely European chambers of commerce.

NEW ONE FOR THE QUEEN. 


Ready for Coronation and on 
Display; Police Issue Pa- 
rade Regulations.

LONDON. June 3.—King George's imperial 
crown and the new crown which has been de- 
signed for Queen Mary for the coronat}on are 
exhibited this week by Garrards, the crown 
jewelers. The king’s crown, so far as pre- 
cious stones, frame work, and the summit are 
concerned, is exactly as it was at the last 
coronation, but it has been lengthened, as 
King George's head is narrower and longer 
than his father’s. 

The estimated value of the crown is $7,500,- 
000. It contains a capphire from the ring o” 
Edward the Confessor, the uncut ruby which 
the Black Prince received from the King 
of France, and @ piece of the Cullinan dia- 
mond. . 

Queen Mary’s crown is entirely new and ie 
composed of platinum and diamonds. The 
Kohinoor figures in the center in front imme- 
diately over another piece of the CulHnan dia- 
mond. The value of this crown is estimated 
at $8,750,000. It weighs one and a half pounds, 
while the weight of the king’s crown is three 
and a half pounds. 


Police Regulations Issued. 

Complete police regulations for traffic on 
coronation day and for the royal procession 
on June 28 were issued this week. They in- 
dicate the enormous difficulties the authori- 
ties will have in dealing with the crowds 
which will be out to witness the pageantry. 
They also show that the bulk of the specta- 
tors will have no very pleasanttime waiting 
several hours for a sight of the processions. 

The troopers, of whom 60,000 will be gath- 
ered in London on coronation day, under 
the command of Lord Kitchener, will take 
up their positions at 7:16 a. m. 


King Invites Labor Men. 

In consequence of the express desire of 
King George, two representatives of trade 
unions have been officially invited to attend 
the coronation ceremonies in Westminster 
abbey. The parliamentary committee of the 
trades union congress has decided to accept 
the invitation despité strong protests from 
the éxtreme Socialists.

Of course, the entire work of the depart- 
ment is not accomplished through the appro- 
priation of $100,000 anrrually, but that appro- 
priation makes it possible for the department 
to specialize in various ways, and it was 
through this specialization that contracts, 
concessions, etc., to.an amount approaching 
$200,000,000 were obtained within two years 
for Americans.

HOT WEATHER IS FACTOR. 


Hessian Fly Reports Stimulate 
Buying; Bull Leaders Again 
Are Active.

An old fashioned bull market based on bed 
crop conditions appears to be getting under 
Way in wheat. Yesterday prices were much 
higher at the close, and there was steady 
buying of both July and September by the 
big houses throughout the session. Commis- 
sion houses bought freely, and there was a 
lack of free selling which made it easy to 
boost prices. The May bulls have taken 
hold of the July, and there has been general 
buying of the September on the dry weather 
conditions. Final quotations were 1%@lX%c 
higher. 

Extremely high temperatures were noted 
fn the southwest, several points in Kansas 
being 105 in the shade on Friday, witht an- 
other scorcher yesterday. The reports from 
Nebraska were almost as bad as from Kan- 
@as, and came from reliable people in the 
trade. Some of the extreme claims were of 
@ sensational kind. 


Missouri Report Bullish. 

In addition to the heat and drought in the 
south west and west, which is said to be reduc- 
fing prospects for the crop daily, there were 
many reports confirming damage from Hes- 
@ian fiy ravages in the northern Indiana 
wheat belt. That present conditions are 
much below those of a month ago also was 
exemplified by the Missouri report, which 
showed a decline of 5 points compared to 
May 1.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK: MARKET. 


CHICAGO, June 3.—Hogs had a slow opening at 
steady prices, but closed in a firm position, with 
packers giving the market reliable gupport and 
clearing practically everything left on late rounds. 
Receipts of 9,000 head were about as had been ex- 
pected, but shippers were sparingly supplied with 
orders and the early trade lacked direction. The 
brisk buying by packers strengthened the later 
trade, however, and the market closed in a healthy 
condition, although still 10@15c lower than a week 
ago. The average for the day was $5.95, the same 
as Friday's, with shippers paying up to $6.10 for

small lots of prime light hogs, and $6.05 for full 
loads. 

Fresh receipts of 5,000 sheep, aside from a little 
band of native springers at $7.50, were all Louis- 
ville lambs direct to packers, and the open market 
was bare of offerings. Cattle receipts of 200 head 
were locked up for next week's trade, and business 
in bovine stock was at a standstill for the day. 


CATTLE. 


Native steer market finished the week in a de- 
pressed condition, with prices steady to 25@35c 
lower than a week ago. The dividing line was 
variously placed at $5.75 to $6.00 but all traders 
agreed that thé steers selling at lower than $5.75 
showed more loss than any of the more expensive 
grades. Chief reason for this was the opening of 
the marketing season for grass fed steers, which 
dress several points lower than corn fed cattle, 
and, naturally, must be bought so much cheaper. 
Ever since the sensational climb of meat prices, 
a little more than a year ago, when housewives 
were exhorted to turn from the most delicate and 
expensive cuts of beef and use the more nutritious, 
though coarser portions, the latter have sold rela- 
tively higher than the former because the teachings 
of the periodicals, newspapers, and economists 
pore fruit and the demand for them broadened ma- 
terially. 

Packers anticipate that this demand is to con- 
tinue, but they fear that they Will be’ asked to 
reduce their selling prices on these ¢heap meats, 
and in order to be in a position to respond to such 
requests they mean to buy this year’s cropof grass 
fed mative and” Texas steers at the lowest price 
possible. Their ability to bring the cost of such 
steers to much lower than prices of corn fed cattle 
is conceded, and there is not one trader who does 
not believe that a steadily widening range of 
prices, with common cattle losing ground steadily, 
is to be experienced during the next two or three 
weeks. Good fat cattle, which are mow.selling at 
$6.00 to $6.45, are becoming scarcé and are not 
expected to go much lower. Grass fed cows and 
heifers felt the influence of the bearish campaign 
which has been started by packers and finished the 
week at a loss of 25c to 40c.. Rulls also came in for 
a reduction of 25c to 50c, while calves suffered a 
break of 65c. Stock and feeding steers lost 15c to 
35c, with the former off largely 25G@85c. Total 
receipts of cattle were 49,890, against 58,364 the 
preceding week and 37,791 a year ago. Shipments 
aggregated 18,196, against 23.042 a week ago and 
14.198 a year ago.

The New York introduction of “Pinafore "’ 
is remembered vividiy after thirty-two 
years. .Gilbert’s comedies dnd Sullivan's 
music had carried their fame but faintly 
across the Atlantic, and they had collab- 
orated: only in the short sketch of * Trial by 
Jury.”” Our people of a literary turn had 
read Gilbert’s book of ‘* Bab Ballads,’’ but 
even they, probably, didn’t know that his 
verses about “ The Captain of the Mante!l- 
plece’’ were the inepiration of this noted 
Gilbert-Sullivan comic opera. Then, too, an 
Eagié theater theretofore used for variety 
shows had made no ado over its change of 
purpose, nor was the new play advertised 
sufficiently to inform the publHc of its char 
acter. So everything.was tnpropitious. 

-And the performance was so bad that fow 
ip the audience perceived that ‘‘ Pinafore’ 
was: good, and the majority didn't learn it 
until they saw the newspapers.

Tom Whif- 
fen’s slump of stage fright, veteran though 
he was, at the first laughter.

Gads Hill center love their 
children, but they have never had a chance to 
learn how to take care of them, and they are 
killing them because they are ignorant ofthe 
awful results of filth and infection. Think of 
it, you mother, ag you pick up your darling 
after its bath and hold the little perfumed 
body to your heart in an ecstasy of love— 


| think of those other mothers who have never 


had a chance to bathe and sweeten those 
little bodies that they love! . 

And that is what the women who are con- 
ducting the free dispensary at Gads Hill cen- 
ter are teaching these poor people’ to do. 
They are giving them a chance to learn how 
to take care of themselves and of their loved 
ones. And they are reaching them through 
the older little ones, the ones who go to our 
schools and who can speak English, and so 
translate to their mothers and fathers the 
wonderful gospel of soap, and water, and 
fresh air.

In, the foreign countries from, which these 
people swarm to us for life and freedom, their 
manner of living is never a matter of inter- 
est to any one. The poor laborer of Moscow, 
when his work is done, gnaws on a-crust of 
black bread that he carries about with him 
and throws himself on thg roadside or sleeps 
on the stones of the street. And his family 
at home drop down anywhere and sleep, and 
then get up and -work, and then sleep. And 
thus they manage to live for a time, until an 
epidemic comes along and kills off the dirtiest 
of them, and that helps the others to live a 
little longer. But in America it is different. 
Sleeping in the middle of the streets or by the 
roadsidé is not permitted here. And as they 
cannot afford a house, they hire a room in a 
tenement and a whole family lives in-it, and— 
well, I cannot describe to you the result as TI. 
saw it at Gads Hill center. Itistoo horrible! 

But for the sake of humanity—the human. 
ity that He loved and came to sate, go out 
there some day. Some day soon—some day 
before you close up your delightful city home 
to “go to your still more delightful country, 
place. Tell your chauffeu, to crive you.to 
Gads Hill dispensary and see what these 
‘women are doing--not for themselves—not 
for honor —nor for power—nor for glory—but 
for the love of humanity, which is the Christ 
love. 

But if you do not care to go out, or you 
haven't the time or the inclination to be 
brought into contact with such harrowing 
soenes, then send some money to Dr. Katha- 
rine B. Rich, who has charge of the dis- 
penfary, and so help her to help the helpless.

The figures, says The Out- 

look writer, were prepared with great care, 

and included expenses of sickness and bur- 
ial, loss of wage, and special losses to busai- 

ness like that of. transportation companies, 

etc. 

The total was over $21,000,000. 

Balanced against the loss from thig epi- 
demic, it was estimated that preventive 
measures and agencies, which would baye 
obviated the scourge, would have cost only 
three quarters of a million, 

A federal commission appointed in 1897 
to investigate yellow fever estimated that 
the epidemic of 1878 alone cost the cities 
of the south one hundred millions. 

Great plagues like that of cholera in 
Japan in 1886 cost Japan 100,000 lives and 
probably as much as $200,000,000, 

But these plagues have been looked upon | 
as special casualties. What of diseases 
that we haye with us always? Typhoid is 
one of the chief of these, and an authority 
who has especially investigated this ques- | 
tion estimated that the 33,000 deaths caused 
by this disease, according to the census of 
1900, involve a loss to the nation-of $212,- 
000,000 agpually. The investigator esti- 
mated that at least three-fourths of this 
loss is preventable by reasonable precau- 
tions and familiar preventive measures. 

The enormous value of the lives lost 
through tuberculosis cannot be estimated, 
says the writer, as less than $250,000,000 
annually, and leaving out this value the 
| mere expenditure in medicine, foods, nurs- 
ing, medical attendance, loss of wages, 
burial expenses etc., he estimates the annual 
loss to be not less than $90,000,000 or a head 
tax of $1 a year on every inhabitant of the 
‘country. 

Of the total loss by disease it is believed 
40 per cent is preventable, or an aggregate 
of $750,000,000 annually, a monstrous drain 
on our resources and one which, entirely 
aside from the greater consideration of 
the. moral and physical suffering involved, 
it would pay the nation well to devote its 
millions to wipe out. Compared to this | 
loss, what we spend is wastefully inade- | 
quate, But with a better realization of 
what the loss is, public opinion will sup- 
port larger appropriations and encourage 
more active measures. 


AN OFFENSIVE PRACTICE. 

The marriage “industry” conducted in 
the couhty building has been a miserable 
business. It is an affront to the ceremony, 
whether regarded as a sacrament or & con- 
tract. It is cheap enterprise to have any 
sort of official sanction. It does not help 
the reputation of the officials who permit it 
to continue or who are accountable for it. 

Excuses for the tolerance of a “‘ get mar- 
ried quickly bureau” are easily manufac- 
tured, but none of them are good. It has 
been shown that abuses have resulted from 
it, but even if that were not so it would be 
offensive.

You could 
not remove disagreeable conditions by 
agreeable The old conserva- 
tive citizens smiled grimly when they heard 
of persons taking “sugar coated pills” to 
cure mortal ailments, A cure of necessity 
was bad. It was almost an open ques- 
tion if it did not have to be worse than the 


Why, for his sake, should I indulge 
in thoughts that ere to me as black coffee at 
bedtime and give me a “ white night”? 
I shall put aside a& feeling about him, even if 
it takes as much moral effort as a drunkard 
needs to refuse hia liquor. :

“NOT INCLUDING ANIMALS.” 
‘The old tariff law had a paragraph to 
the effect that all articles the growth, prod- 
uct or manufacture of the .United States 
shall be exempt from duty when returned 
after exportation, The same paragraph 
plus three words is in the Payne-Aldrich 
law. The words are “ not including ani- 
mals.” Why they were added—why Amer- * 
} fean born animals should be discriminated 
against—is not known. 

It was only recently that attention was 
called to this tariff joker. A mean took 
gomehorses and cattle from California to 
Mexico. Being unable to sell them he 
started to bring them back and was called 
on by a customs official who had noticed the 
change in the law to pay duty on them. 
When the treasury department got word 
of this it notified the collector at New York 
to be on the lookout for animals free once 
but dutiable,now. 

Americans who are thinking of taking 
valuable dogs or other animals abroad with 
them had better give the subject a little 
thought. No matter how purely Ameri- 
ean those animals may be a 20 per cent 
duty will have to be paid on them.

FEDERAL CONTROL OF PRICES. 

Said Mr. Elbert H: Gary to the committee 
which is investigating the steel corporation: 
“TI wish we could go to some responsible 
governmental source and say, ‘ here are our 
facts, here is our business, here is our prop- 
erty and our cost of production,’ and could 
be told just what prices we could charge 
and what we could do.” Then “we would 
be free from the dangers and criticism of the 
public,” 

On this, as on previous occasions, Mr. 
Gary expressed himself in favor of the pub- 
licity of corporation accounts and a federal] 
incorporation act which should give the 
government a control over corporations it 
does not possess now. But from that tothe 
regulation by the government of the prices 
of the products of corpérations which enter 
into interstate commerce would be a long 
step. 

It is a question whether Mr. Gary would 
assent to such an arrangement if it were 
feasible. It is true that if the government 
were to fix the prices of steel products the 
manufacturers would escape public criti- 
cism. If the prices were not such as to suit 
consumers the unfriendly criticism now lav- 
ished on the producers would be poured ont 
on the “ governmental source” which de- 
termined the prices. There would be a pop- 
ular demand for lower prices for all classes 
of goods, and an administration . which 
| sought popularity would yield to it. Then 
the manufacturers might wish that the mat- 
ter had been left in their own hands. 

Mr. Gary is aware that the national gov- 
ernment has no authority to fix directly the 
prices of goods, though it can influence prices 
through tariff laws. The dixing of prices by 
governments ceased with the middle ages, 
during which it was customary. Since then 
‘| the matter has been left to producers ana 
j consumers. That has given a flexibility to 
Prices which would be impossible if they 
were dictated by a government. 

It is hard enough to regulate the charges 
of public service corporations so as to satisfy 


social reform, etc. In those days they

But the homeopath defiantly parsued his 
dilutions into the infinite end the allopath 
strengthened up the substance of his good 
old fashioned doses. 
_ Then younger generations released halen 
medical schools came edging in; the old prac- 
titioners, with their cases full of little bot- 
tles, gradually retired or weré gathered to 
their fathers; the clerk at the drug store 
became an important person; the doctor left 
a prescription instead of a half dozen glasses 
of water frightfully discolored and labeled 
with directions (“take a teaspoonful of 
this every half hour, a tablespoonful of that 
every two hours,” etc.), and the feud was 
forgotten.

The Chicago and Northwestern leaves 
its eld gnd cramped quarters on Kinzie 
street today for a new and capacious. 
depot. It is an imposing and costly struc- 
ture, a credit and an aid to the city. It 
will meet adequately the present require- 
ments, and those of the immediate future, 
of a great railroad system. Hitherto the 
builders of Chicago railroad stations have 
been poor judges of the growth of Chi- 
cago and the business of their roads. As 
a consequence the structures they have 
erected have proved inadequate within a few 
years. The Northwestern management is 
confident that provision has been made for 
fifty years at least. That may prove to 
be the case, tht the chances are against it. 

Speaking of depots, one mightask how 
many years it will be before a new and com- 
modious structure shall replace the present 
Union station, The construction of a new 
depot for the reads which use the Polk 
street one is held back through the delays 
incident to the widening of Twelfth street. 
There is nothing of that kind to delay the 
construction of a reputable substitute for 
the Union station. What is beittg done 
about the matter?

This demand was first met By an Ftalian 
harpsichord maker named Christofori, who 
in 1708 exhibited to the Prince Ferdinando 
adi Medici a harpsichord with a hammer 
action capable of producing “‘ piano e forte,” 
@ tone both loud and soft. Hence the in- 
strument’s name. A mere comparison of the 
dimensions and mechanism of the first piano- 
forte and the present concert grand piano of 
artistic make will illustrate more clearly the 
immense advance of the instrument in the 
last 200 years than any amount of descrip- 
tion. 

The Christofori piano was 7% feet long, 3% 
feet wide, and 3 feet high. Its keyboard 
included 54 tones, representing a compass of 
4% octaves, Its longest string measured 6 
feet 2 inches} its shortest 2inches, Its thick- 
est string had a diameter of 7 millimeters; its 
thinnest 4 millimeters. It wag strung through- 
Out with one string to a tone. Its frame 
was of wood and proved inadequate to sup- 
port the tension of even the light string- 
ing. 

—~o- 

The modern pianoforte uses eighteen dif- 
ferent sizes of string, from the heavy 
covered or wound bass strings to the light- 
est weight employed in the treble registers. 
Of its eighty-eight tones, sixty-elght are 
triple unisons. The total tension supported 
by the steel frame is about 43,000 pounds. 
The first piano had four and a half octaves. 
Hayén’s plano had five. The Broadwood 
plano owned by Beethoven, had six. By 
1811 the compass had increased to seven full 
octaves and but three tones have been added 
in the last hundred years. 

The English invented the virginal tn the 
“fifteenth century. Americans perfected 
the pianoforte in the nineteenth century. 
Almost every important improvement in the 
instrument is of American origin. The 
steel frame was first made in Boston, 
The overstrung scale was first employed 
in this country. These improvements 
made possible the modern pianoforte and 
have been generally adopted in Europe, 
with the possible exception of French mannu- 
facturers, who still employ the old parallel 
system of stringing. It is, however, gen- 
erally admitted that the European pianos do 
not equal the artistic instruments of the 
leading American manufacturers. 

The latest development in the piano indus- 
try is also of American origin, or at least 
has been developed and perfected by Ameri- 
cans. Doubtless the historian couid trace 
the mechanical piano play-r to the hurcv 
gurdies of the thirteenth and fou teenth cen- 
turies, but development of the artistic pos- 
sibilities of the various devices for making 
music mechanically has been left to our 
time and people. The mechanical piano 
player was hailed with decision and sus- 
picion by the artist. Today it is welcomed by 
every serious minded musi: lover and hes 
begun to exert a far reaching influence upon’ 
the musical development of the country. It 
has been introduced into the public schoo's 
by far sighted educators, who now supple- 
ment the regular musical courses with classes 
in musica] appreciation.

player, in his recent book, “ The Education of 
a Music Lover.”’ “In the course of the last 
few months,” writes Dr. Dickinson, “ an fa- 
genious invention has brought the teaching 
of musical appreciation within the reach of 
instructors who have sufficient theoretical 
knowledge. It has made all departments of 
musical composition accessible even to those 
who are not expert pianists. I refer to the 
mechanical piano players, which were first 
looked upon with suspicion, and often with 
abhorrence by the professional mysicians, but 
which are proving themselves an agency of 
immense usefulness in diffusing good music 
among the people. 

“ Those who employ them soon learn that 
with skillful handling, these instruments are 
capable of alargerange of expression.

The 
latter has even availed herself of the advan- 
tages of American citizenship. But she was 
not a German in the first place. Her father 
wes an Austrian of Slavic descent. Her 
mother prided herself on her Italian an4 
Jewish blood. 

If it is difficult for the German coolly to view

it is harder still to contemplate with equanim- 
ity the American vocal invasion which has 
resulted in placing American singere in the 


and Italy accept the singer because of his 
voice and his art, Germany continues to 
etruggie futilely behind the barriers that a 
blind and ignorant chauvinism cana erect. It 
is a position of little dignity, less fairness, 
worthy of the ridicule and the contempt of 
the whole wor'd. 

Americans, thanks to the vastness of their 
country, the greatnese of spirit that ani- 
mates their institutions, and the doctrine of 
our forefathers which decreed. that this coun- 
try should be a land of promise for the un- 
fortunate of all nations, have a certain dig- 
nity ané largeness of mind that makes the 
thought of retaliation unwelcome. This is 
fortunate, indeed, for the many German mu- 
siclans who occupy positions of honor and 
profit in this country. But it were the part 
of wisdom for the German critic to cultivate 
courtesy toward the American artist, and for 
the German musician residing in our midet 
to meet his American colleagues with the 
same spirit of generous helpfulness that is 
shown toward him. $ 

_— 

For example, the Germans at thé head of 
our symphony orchestra might consider the 
engagement of native artists, notably of in- 
strumentalists. They might extend a helping 
hand to the native composer, even when he 
resides in the city that supports the orches- 
tra. Such anattitude were not unreasonable. 
‘As for the Germans in Germany, one can 
only feel a certain compassion for the limita- 
tions of a blind egotism. They are fighting a

Am the art season in America draws near 
its close the great exhibitions of the year 
open in Paris, London, and the German cities.

| At the port of New York the immigration 


_ authorities held him up. Had he any money? 


Had he any occupation? Had he any friends 
in America? To al of these Corsi said “‘ No” 
and he was taken to Ellis island for further 
examination. There he waited his turn, an- 
swered the questions in the negative and was 
told to sit aside for a while, after an inspector 
‘had run his fingers through the model's thick, 
jet black, crinkled hair—suggesting to Corsi 
that it was intended agsan insult. But when 
the chief of the Ellis Island station taiked 
to Corst, discovered his identity, explained 
that the fingers run through hie hair was a 
regulation order of search for hidden jewels, : 
the chief took the modé} in his own yacht to 
the American line offices, where a check for 
Corsi was held up by the agent, together with 
advices from Sargent just where Corsi should 
go until Sargent next day could meet him. 

Corsi was born at Atina, Italy, though not 
one foreigner in a thousand could make 
the right guess as to his nationality. The 
father had been a soldier with Garibaldi 
and poverty had reduced the family to street 
singing for a livelihood. They drifted to 
Dover, England, and it was while singing in 
the streets of the English town that Felix 
Mocheles called to the little Italian, asked 
his name and invited him to pose for paint- 
ing. This, at 11 years old, was the beginning 
of Corsi’s career as @ model. Burne-Jones, 
Watts, Millais, Alme-Tadema, Holman 
Huht, and Edwin A. Abbey were artists who 
called upon Corsi as a model for some of their 
most famous work. In America some of the 
artists other than Sargent are F. Luis Mora, 
Frank Stokes, and Edwin H/ Bilashfield.

It is after almost thirty years of sittings for 
artists that Mr. Corsi comes to Chicago as 
his headquarters for the central west. Ina 
speech at the Astor house in New York last 
November the model told his audience some 
of his ideas of what an artists’ model should 
be when he accepts the work of sitting for 
portraitures as his life work. He chal- 
lenged any criticism that might be directed 
at him for spending his money as his tastes 
prompted him. ‘* The artist gets the credit; 
the model spends the money "—and when 
much of that money is spent upon the model's 4 
makeup, he declared that he resented being’ 
called a “d—d fool” for not having a bank 
account. f 

“When the model does so much (with 
body and mind and temperament,” he said. 
* do you not think that he should at least et 
a share of the credit due him instead of the 
artists getting it all?” 

What was the hardest pose that Corsi ever 
underwent? He says it was the posturigz 
for Sargent’s prophet “ Hosea,” where for 
three hours and twenty minutes he had 
neither rest nor change of position.

The meet was made historic by the shat- 
tering of three records. The first to fal! 
was. in the 440 yard run, which was covered 
in :53 by Blueitt, the brilliant colored sprinter 
from Lane. The former mark-of :53 2-5 was 
made by J. S. Barker of Evanston in 1002, 
and equaled in 1906 by A. W. Bohngack of 
Lake View in 1906. Blueitt ran a pretty 
race. He fell back behind six ‘runners at the 
finish of the first hundred and contented 
himself by holding the position, guaging his 
strength property for a brilliant spurt. On 
the last turn he closed in on his field and 
gradually drew himeeif on a line with Goelitz 
of Oak Park. With a final burst of speed 
in the last ten yards, he outfooted the sub- 
urbanite by less than six inches. 


Waage Lowers Old Mark. 
The second mark to drop was in the half 
mile, made by Waage of Lane. The former 
record, 2:04 4-5, by T. Timblin of McKniley 
in 1907, was clipped by one-fifth of @ second.

Moran, in 
cleverness and speed, has considerable on 
Adolph, and be bag a punch as well, as the 
dope books will show and Battling Nelson 
can testify. But in Wolgast he !s up against 
a second and improved edition of the famous 
Battler. He will find opposed to him a boy 
who knows what he is in the ring for and 
which thought fs constantly uppermost in his 
dome of thought: a boy who toes the mark 
and takes all that is banded without flinch- 
ing, and possessed of a sturdy strength and 
stamina to assimilate punishment and thrive 
on it: and withal one of the best little ring 
generals in the game, critics to the contrary. 

In the matter’of age the break is also in the 
champion’s favor by four or five years. 
Moran though but twenty-seven years of age 
is an old man in the matter of actual ring 
experience, having been boxing professional- 
ly over twelve years. The latter’s cleverness 
and ability to avoid punishment is the ex- 
planation of his jong and creditable career.

McDonald, who came 
from Memphis; John Dickerson, who like- 
wise gave his nags early work at the Ten- 
nessee town, and others of less note. Con- 
sidering those facts the entry lists for the 
closed purses are rather light, as when two 
or more nominations in any event by the 
game stable are not taken into account, the 
2:20 trot has twetve possible starters, the 
2:15 pace four, the 2:12 trot eleven, the 2:00 
pace seven, and the free for all trot five. 


Quality in Fields. 

But while the number of starters is likely

The herdest kind of a man to work for is 
the intensely ambitious one in the prime of 
life, who is obsessed by the notion of keeping 
every part of his organization working up to 
the maximum capacity.

Mr. James, expert In 
this business of restoration of charred doou- 
ments, speake of the appalling loss of docu- 
ments in San Frarcisco, due to the ignorance 
ef persons holding them. 

According to Mr. James, no paper which 
may have been carbonized under conditions 
which leave the sheet virtually intact should 
be imagined destroyed until some expert in 
the restoration of carbonized paper shall 
have declared it so. The principle upon 
which he works is that every printed, ink 
written, or pencil written word must leave 
its impression upon the paper. He points 
out that which most persons have observed 


in the burning of a newspaper: thet the print- . 


ing remains legible when the paper is char- 
coal; it becomes only a matter of proper 
light in which to read the print. 

In the matter of treatment for restoring 
carbonized documents, it naturally is a com- 
plicated chemical process too long and diffi- 
oult to desoribe. But some observations made 
by Mr. James are worthy the attention of 
any one who has occasion to store valuable 
documenta. 

Graphite pencils (lead pencils) leave a far 
éGlearer mark than does ink or print, though 
typewritten papers remain legible after 
great heat. In papers which bave been re- 
etored and where footings of figures first 
have been made in light pencHings and later 
written with a pen, the graphite first footings 
have been easiest to develop. Here are a 
few “don'ts” to be observed before the 
potentia! fire: 

Valuable documents should not be folded. 
Currency never should be kept In a drawer 
in which coin or jewelry is deposited. Use 
no wallets or rubber bands in storing docu- 
ments. If a piece of currency or valuable 
ddcument be charred and even broken, don’t 
decide that # is worthless and beyond al! 
reatoration.

WANT to tell.you how Uncle Sam has 

saved the cotton crop of the nation— 

how he has kept his children from bank- 

ruptcy and thereby prevented untold mil- 

lions of human beings at home and abroad 
from going in rags. The story is one that 
deals not only with the south, but with our 
balance of trade. It affects the cotton fac- 
tories of New England as well as those of 
Great Britain and all parts of Burope. It 
affects the lifework of millions-of women 
and chik@ren and the pocketbook of every 
man in the country. 

It is the story of a plague greater than that 
of the locusts which ate up Pharaoh's Egypt 
or of the grasshoppers which some years ago 
chewed the heart of “bleeding Kansas.” It 
is the story of a bug not one-tenth the size 
of a man’s finger nail, but which, uncon- 
trolled, bade fair to scratch prosperity from 
the face of the best states south of the line 
of Mason and Dixon. § It is the'story of the 
boil weevil and of how Uncle Sam's army 
of 75,000 demonstration farmers scattered 
over the cotton belt are fighting it and there- 
by bringing In an era of wealth the possibili- 
ties of which are beyond the wildest dreams 
of that land. '

Cotton a Mighty *'Kiag.” 

Have you ever thought how mighty King 
Cotton is? He is the richest monarch on 
the face of the globe. He has an aggregate 
annual income, in raw materia) and goads, 
“worth billions of dollars, and this is steadily 
growing in value. Our own share of the 
cotton crop has more than doubled within 
the last twenty years and has quadrupled 
within the last nitty. If the present rate of 
increase continues the demand will be twice 
as great within twenty years, and by 
1950 we shall be asked to supply more than 
50,000,000 bales. This estimate is based 
on the world’s consumption of cotton, of 
which we are bound to always be te cuiilef 
factor. We are now making more than 
seven-tenths of the whole, and although 
England, Germany, and Russia have been 
spending millions to compete with us, the) 
have so far labored in vain. They have 
tried to develop new fields in Africa, Asia, 
and elsewhere, but the climate and labor in 
those fields are such that they have but little 
hope for the future. ' 

There is some cotton made in Indie and 
Egypt and smaller amounts in Russian 
Turkestan, Brazil and Chine, but of the 
tota) crop of the world the United Sthtes 
still produces e great deal more than two- 
thirds, and the prospect is that she will do 
that for a timetocome. She would certainly 
do more if it were not for the boll weevil, and 
she can still do that. so the scientists of the 
agricultural department tel me, with the 
weevil to fight. ¥ 

But before going further I want to tell you 
something about this little bug whieh eats 
gold faster thari the mercury used in our 
smelters. I saw one during a visit to the 
agricultura) department this afternoon. It 
was inclosed in a giass bottle no bigger 
around than a lead pencil, and not an inch 
long. It is not as large as a flea, and it is, in 
fact, a little greenish-gray creature about 
@ quarter of an inch long, with a miniature 


snout of the same character as that of a | 


razorback hog. [It is really a beetle which 
breeds in the pods and seeds of the cotton 
plant, and which seems to feed alone upon it. 
It is a cunning creature, and, to use a vulgar 
expression, is “right om the job.” It hes 
small wings, and it files upon the cotton boll 
when just about forming. It bores a hole 
in the pod with its snout, and then turns 
around and lays its eggs in that hole, it 
now takes some wax or gum and smears 
over the hole, closing it tight. 

By and by the eggs hatch in$o worms, and 
they eat out the heart of the boll go that h 
falie to the ground. The worme continue to 
eat, and within a short time grow into weevils 
just ike their mothers. They in turn lay 
their eggs in more bolls of cotton, increasing 
go rapidly that in one season a single family 
will become augers re 

Bug Comes from Mexico 

There has been wild talk about an army of 
Japanese joining with the Mexicans and in- 
vading the United States. The greatest Mex- 
ican invasion and the most serious invasion 
fe that of this little bug which came in from 
Mexico in 1892. It then crossed the Rio 

nde, and began to increase its army at 
; 98 fifteen million per family ratié. You 
remember Cadmus, who sowed the teeth of a 
dragon, whereupon a regiment of armed men 
sprang from’ the soil. It is the same with 
the boll weevil, only its regiments come up 
by the billions. They continue to hold every 
bit of ground that they take, and increasing 
by geometrical ratio they march onward 
conquering every year a strip beegie ag 
which is seventy-five or more miles e. 

I have before me a map prepared by the 
United States bureau of entomology. which 
marks out the lines of advancement. In 1892 
the bolH weevil had infested a short strip 
south Texas. In 1803 it had moved farther 
no and west and continued ite progress 
each year until, in 1900, aided by the storms 
and winds which brought about the Galves- 
ton flood, it had spread far beyond that city 
and was eating its way into the heart of the 
cotton belt. 

A year later it had attacked a portion of 
Louisiana, and now it has covered almost the 


whole of the Texas cotton plantations and ‘ 


cut deep into the heart of Oklahoma, Ar- 
kansas, and Louisiana. It has jumped the 
Mi sippi and is ravaging the states cast 
of that river. It is beginning to lay waste 
southern Alabama and it will soon be eating 
the best cotton growing regions of Georgia, 
Alabama, and Florida, from where it will go 
on into the Carolinas as well. 


* ** 
Ruination to Planter’. 

The scientists tell me that it is bound to 
proceed and that some of the states which are 
yet free from it have been raising funds to 
fight it. South Carolina already has devoted 
$10,000 to getting ready for it; the Alabama 
legislature has set aside a fund of $25,000 
to teach the farmers how to fight it, and the 
general education board of New York is 
putting out through the agricultura) depart- 
ment at Washington $15,000 thie year to 
prepare Georgia against its attacks.

pure and left it there for two hours. At 
the end of that time he took i out and put 
it on the table and it was only staggering 
drunk. He then sealed a handful of the 
insects in a tin can and laid it upon a brush 
heap, which waa set on fire. The flames 
melted the solder from the can and the red 
hot weevils flew out and burned down his 
barn. 

Speaking seriously,.howéver, the depart- 
ment estimates that the weevil has already 
cost us millions of bales of cotton and many 
millions of dollars. It has annually cost 
Texas more than twenty millions for a series 
of years, and it ie now ravaging the states 
farther east, Sg 

Take Mississippi, for instance, the southern 
part of which Is now weevil covered. In 
1906 the cotton crop of Adams county 
amoun to 23,000 bales, and it wae more 
than 000 in 1007: Then the weevil few 
In and in 1008 the yield dropped to 1,700 bales. 
The tenant farmers and laborers ieft the 
county in gangs, and today lands can be 


bought there for a song. It is the same in™ 


some counties of Louisiana. In Pointe Copee 
5,000 bales of cotton, which, including the 
seed, were worth over $3,500,000, were raised 
in 1906, and the crop of 1907, amounting to 
41,000 bales, was worth aboot $3,000,000, Then 
the boll weevil came, and in 1908 ¢he crop 
fell to 3,300 bales, or to something like §200,- 
000. These figures give you some idea of 
what this deadly bug means under the old 
cotton raising conditions. 

* 

Planter Relies on Cotton. 

There is another feature of the situation, 
however, which must be mentioned. In most 
parts of the cotton belt cotton was the only 
crop. The planter relied upon it for the

army has been one of ruin: to the plante 
ht has depopulated the counties, mph cea 
business and sown sorrow and despair. A 
few years ago it was prophesied that it would 
blight our whole cotton crop and cause a 
loss to the country of more than $200,000,000 
a year. As it is now, notwithstanding its 
ravages, by the improved farming methods 
an equa] amount of cotton has been raised, 
and last year our product was greater in 
quantity and money than ever before. Had 
there been no boll weevil and had the same 
methods been used throughout the whole 
cotton belt, our crop would have been doubled 
and we should now be producing as much 
as 20,000,000 bales and upwarda year. This 


eee 


is the estimate of the late Dr. Seaman 
Knapp, the father of the cojperative demofi- 
stration work of the agricultural department 
throughout the south, which has proved the 
salvation of the country. 

Before Dr. ‘Knapp and his agents had 
shown the planters what might be done in 
cotton raising, notwithstanding the weevil, 
the farmers were in despair. Fhey had been 
raising onfy cotton, and the weevil became 
the terror of millions. The planters thought 
it was impossible to fight it, and a man who 
had lost a big plantation said it was proof 
against anything under the sun. At one of 
the conventions he said he had put a weevi) 
in a bottle of alcohol which was 95 per cent

else. He imported his corn from the north 
and his pork came from the store. He sent 
abroad for his mules, and with the exception, 
perhaps, of a few vegetables, raised nothing 
but cotton. Moreover, he did the most of his 
farming on credit, getting the storekeeper or 
planter for whom he worked to furnish him 
his supplies for the winter, the same to be 
paid out of the cotton when it was picked. 
When the weevil wiped out the cotton he had 
nothing to fall back upon, and starvation 
stared the greater part of the population in 
the face. 

This was the situation when Uncle Sam, 
patriarch, in the person of his agent, the 
late Dr. Sherman A. Knapp, began to in- 
struct the farmer how to fight this terrible 
bug and still make money out of his land. 

Dr. Knapp’s plan was to teach us how to 
control the weevil as far as possible from 
season to season, and by the proper selection 
of seed and by deep plowing and harrowing 
to produce plants which would yield more 
cotton, or enough to feed the necessary 
weevil and leave sométhing to spare. His 
motto was “ Double the crop by good farm- 
ing,”’ or, “ raise the same crop on half of the 
land.”’ 

The plan also provided for diversified 
farming, to make the farmer faise all of his 
own supplies. all his farm animals and their 
feed, and to have one patch which should be 


planted to cotton to furnish the cash for the 


spicuous place on his estate. It is, if possi- 
bile, at a cross roads, or, at least, near some 
road so that the people may see the results as 
they go by. A sign marking the spot as a 
government farm is put up, and this place is 
visited by the farmers for miles around and 
the operations carefully watched. : 
se *s ' 
Agents Talk of Conditions. 

At the start the farmers are always skep- 
tical and it is difficult to get them to make 
the experiment. After the first year, how- 
ever, they are anxious to try, and the demon- 
stration farms multiply. In hundreds of 
counties this work has revolutionized the 
méthods of farming and men who were 
practically bankrupt have become rich. 
The deposits in thé savings banks have 
increased and new banks are being started 
in neany all such ‘regions. 

The credit system is on the decline. The 
plantere are raising their own supplies, and 
with many of them the cotton receipts are 
almost all clear gain. : 

While at the department of agriculture to- 
day I had a long talk with two of Uncie Sam's 
agents who have been in charge of this co- 
operative demonstration farm work for the 
bureau of plant industry of the department of 
agriculture. Bach has his own territory, 
through which he moves about from state 
to state and county to county, superintend- 
ing the demonstrators and their hundreds of 
agents. ‘hese men are W. B. Mercier and 
H. E. Savely, both of Mississippi. They tell 
me that they are raising more cotton than 
ever before in the sections where the demon- 
stration work is, and that last year on 88,000 
acres which were cultivated under such di- 
rections a total of 72,000,000 pounds of seed 
cotton was raised, making an average of 
860 pounds to the acre. In North Carolina, 
where there is no weevil as yet, 3,900 pounds 
of seed cotton have been raised on one acre. 
making a crop which, with Mnt ahd seed, was 
worth $195. These demonstration farms have 
shown ea mighty increase in production over 
all others about where the old methods of 
farming were used, and in most localities 
they are showing a profit of $15 per acreover 
that of their neighbors. 

In one of the worst weevil districts F. L. 
Maxwell of Louisiana grew 360 pounds of Mnt 
to the acre on a plantation of 2,000 acres,

Your father is too strict, your mother is always finding fault, your wife is constantly 
magging. Your children don’t give you a moment’s peace. Your boss don’t treat you fairly; 
other people are always trying to take advantage of you. | , ) 

A general grojich on the rest of the world is mighty easy to acquire. Any fool can find 
a dozen points to criticise in every one of his nearest and dearest. All it gets him is a sour face, 
an unhappy disposition and continual worry. In¢identally a good, able-bodied grouch will 
keep a man so busy that he has no time left to’work at anything else. | : 

About eighteen hundred years ago a man lived who had more good reasons to be grouchy 
than most. He was born to and loved simple, hard and frugal living. | | 

He despised pomp and power, but he was made, by adoption, Emperor of Rome. He was, 
above all things, a man of peace, loving quiet and study. But he was forced to spend much of 
his life in leading the Roman armies against the savage barbarians of the North and in putting 
down civil wars at home. : | 

He idolized his wife—and she made her name a scandal to all the ages. His whole ambition 
was wrapped up in his children —who either died in childhood or turned out worse than worthless. 

Yet, in spite of al) these disappointments, Marcus Aurelius kept always a sweet, serene 
and simple spirit. 

And his Golden Book is still one of the best and surest guides to the man who would find 
happiness even in the hardest lot. It was one of the few books that Mr. Roosevelt took with him 
‘on his African lion hunt. It is a constant companion of Mayor Gaynor in New York. 

I saw it once in the ragged pocket of atramp. Only the other day the press agent of Lillian 
Russell made a great hit by announcing that the Meditations of Marcus Aurelius were always 


found in the dressing room of the prima donna. | It has a real message in it.for everybody who. 


will take the trouble to read it. It’s one of the best books on how to,be happy. 

{t is a thoroughly practical book. It tells exactly how Marcus Aurelius found happiness 
and how you mav find happiness by following his example. Take this matter of disagreeable 
relatives and friends and associates. It is fair to presume that the people he was thrown with 
were no better than the average. At any rate it’s perfectly certain that no human was ever 
created who did not have plenty of sharp points on which the man with a grouch could get 
scratched without half trying. 

Marcus Aurelius devotes the whole of the first book of his Meditations to telling about 
his relatives and associates. It is no idle catalogue either of their virtues or their faults. But 
in every case he sete down the lesson of value which each man has taught him. 

Thus, from his grandfather, Verus, he learned to be gentle and meek and to refrain from 
all passion and anger; from. his father he learned courage; from his mother to be religious and 
generous; she taught him also to be content with a simple diet and to avoid dissipation. 

To his great-grandfather is given credit that he was diligent in his studies and was always 
ready to learn. 

Even from the barbarians, from false, crafty and envious men, he learned only lessons of 
good. Their faults were not their fault. They were only ignorant. They could hurt him only 
as they led him to do, himself, something wrong and unworthy. Nor would he quarrel with 
them; they were, after all, men like himself. 

From every one with whom he was thrown by the fortunes of life, Marcus busied himself 
in learning some usefu) lesson. He wasted no time in complaining about their disagreeable 
qualities—if for no other reason because that would do him no good. 

He searched carefully in each for that particular quality which he could imitate to his 
own advantage. 

Each man of us all might follow the example of the philosopher to his own good. Suppose 
that tomorrow you and I give the new-old system a trial. In every man we meet —particularly 
those with whom we. pass much of our time—let us‘try to find some admirable trait, by im- 
itating which we may add to our own happiness.

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“Shovel Runner” Best Paid Miner; 
At That He Stays on the Surface. 


By 
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descends a shaft, penetrates a drift, or 

works with a pick and shovel. Never- 

theless in three hours hé mines and 

loacs as much ore as a score of his 
underground brethren handle in three days. 
He is employed on the Mesaba range of north- 
eastern Minnesota, the only district in the 
world where it is possible to scoop iron ore 
from enormous pits, as if it were sand. 

Strictly speaking, he is not a miner, buta 
steam shovel engineer, or shovel * runner,” 
to use the vernacular of his calling. If he 
were missing from the ranks of the steel 
trust's employés this country would quickly 
lose its dominance in the fron industry. It 
is mainly through his efforts thatthe Mesaba 
range is able to furnish fully two-thirds of 
the iron ore output cf the United States. 
Previous to 1892—the year that the first 

shipment of ore was made from the Mesaba 
range—the shovel runner’s sphere of use- 
fulness did not extend far bevond ditch dig- 
ging. At that time the national government 
had no large canal in process of excavation, 
and work for the steam shovel man was 
scarce. Consequently the discovery that the 
huge leviathan designed to shovel dirt could 
be put to the more profitable use of mining 
iron ore came as a pleasant surprise to the 
shovel runner and his era of prosperity was 
begun.

* * 
Ore in Horizontal Beds. 

On the Mesaba range iron ore is spread out 
in vast horizontal beds, sometimes within 
twenty feet of the surface. The Oliver Iron 
Mining company, as the mining branch of the 
United States Steel corporation is called, 
first buys or leases a tract of land, of forty 
or eighty acres, as the case may be, and by 
means of the diamond drill determines ap- 
proximately the extent ard tonnage of the 
ore bed. 

The timber and undergrowth are then re- 
moved from the tract and the ground pre- 
Pared for the shovel runner, whose first 
work is to strip the “ overburden” or sur- 
face covering of dirt and gravel. The over- 
burden .may be from 20 to 100 feet deep 
and sevgral months’ worl: is required before 
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the vast field of soft. red ore is exposed to 
the sun’s rays. 

After a network of steel rails has been 
laid for the ore trains to travel upon, the 
services of the shovel runner and his crew are 
again needed. This time mining is begun In 
earnest. The big dipper of the steam shovel 
scoops the ore out in five ton loads and dumps 
it into cars holding fifty tons each. In three 
hours one shovel will mime and load over 
2,500 tons. 

Six or seven switching trains are often 
passing and repassing the steam shovels at 
the same time. No time must be lost In load- 
ing the empty ore cars and dispatching them 
to the docks at Duluth, Superior, or Twe 
Harbors. The shovel runner of the Mesaba 
range must be “ on his job” svery minute of 
the working day. :

Panama Not in Same Class. 

Panama is sometimes called “ the land of 
steam shovels,’ but it is an interesting fact 
that last year in St. Louis county, Minne- 
sota, these huge machines removed @ yard- 
age of stripping material and.ore equal to 
the total excavation required for the “ big 
ditch.”’ 

The shovel runner receives good pay, 
drawing frem $125 to $2iv monthly. Under 
him is a crew of six men—the craneman, firee 
man, and four pitmen. The first named fe 
second only to the engineer in skifl. The 
craneman’s duties are to guide accurately 
the ponderous steel arm carrying the dip-. 


per. The pitmen prepare the road and lay 
the track upon which the steam shovel 
stands. 


The open pit mines of the Mesaba Range 
gave a new impetus to the industria! prog- 
ress of the United States after the panic of 
1893. Today they furnish a vastly profitable 
business to three railroads and send an aae- 
nual freight tonnage through the “ Soe" 
far greater than that of the Suez canal. 

The steam shove! has been a mighty face 
tor in the development of a great industry, 
and its skilled engineer is entitled to a large 
share of the credit. He is one of the most 
important cogs in the complicated machinery 
of the United StatesStee! corvoration

The wild parsnip is a deadly poison, yet it 
cannot be distinguished in appearance, taste, 
or smell from the garden variety, and wild 
parsiey, likewise dangerous, is different from 


sonous, but, fortunately, the milky puice of 
the Indian tobacco is so bitter and puckery 
that it is generally let alone. The James- 
town or jimson weed is well known, and 
generally avoided. The poison of this hand- 
some weed is narcotic, like opium, and the 
antidote is to induce vomiting, to use stimu- 
lants, and to keen the victim from going to 
sleep. 

Especial care should be taken to avoid a 
certain species of field sunflower, which 
somewhat resembles the Jerusalem artl- 


choke, the taste of the root being much like 


that of the artichoke, but containing a poi- 
son that brings on convulsions, frequently 
ending fin death. A doctor should be had 
as quickly as possible. 

The only plants poisonous to the touch 
which are found in the American woods and 
fields are poison ivy (“* poison oak ") and the 
poison elder. 

The poison elder, or sumac, is a small tree 
growing from six to twelve feet in height, 
end has an attractive, palmlike appearance, 
much like the true sumac. Many cases of 
poisoning by the plant are due to the cut-

\ HERE ig something attract! ve about e 
nice, mn, Straight grained piece of 
sharp knife hanker to whittle on it. if 


only for the whittling’s sake, without 


regard to really making anything. 

For those who enjoy whittling and who, at 
the same time, really want to make some- 
thing, there are a number of interesting 
things which can be easily made, provided 
the stock is straight grained and the knife is 
sharp at the peint. 

The first two plans I will unfold are some of 
the old standarde—a wooden chain and a 
loose ball and socket charm—while the third, 
a pair of pincers whittled out of a single 
stick, is a strictly modern proposition so far 
as I know 

We will make a fairly large chain to start 
with so that the first work will be compare- 
tively easy. 

Select a piece of pine a foot or so long, an 
inch square, and as nearly a perfect grain 
as you can find. Having planed this true, 
mark two lines down each side of the piece 


equally distant from the center line and a 
quarter of an inch apart, these lines appear- 
ing on all four sides. 

At the ends of the piece connect these 
lines as in the upper right hand sketch, so 
that now if you cut along the lines you have 
made until they meet and remove the corner 
pieces Q, the part A which is left will bea 
long stick cross shaped in section. 

This done we are ready to measure off the 
links. At every two inches of length along 
the two opposite arms of the cross cut 
notches, N, down to where they meet the 
flat part’ of the other part of the cross 
These notches should be curved at the edges. 

On the two remaining arms of the cross 
do the same, except that these notches will 
come halfway between those already cut 
When you have this much done you will more 
readily understand what I describe next, 
should you not be able to make it out entirely 
from the accompanying .wings. 

Your stick is now made up of,a number of 
solidly connected chain links which are 
not hollowed out. Marking off on them the 
thickness you wish the links to be made, 
carefully cut out the interior of each link 
along each side down to the other pair of

If you wish you can cut the watch charm 
on the end of this chain. 

To do so. shape the outside like a lantern, 
as shown, and mark off the squares on each 
side. Then cut in around the edges until the 
cuts meet from all sides, leaving a small 
square post at each corner. The inside block 
may then be loosened by cutting clear 
through at top and bottom, after which it 


To make a pair of pincers follow the draw- 
ings of Fig 2. 

For this, too, select a piece of soft pine 
three-quarters of an inch thick, about an 
inch and a half wide, and five or six inches 
long. 

An inch and a quarter from one end pencil a 
line (a) all the way’ around the stick and 
about three-quarters of an inch further on 
another line (a) parallel to it. Next, down 
the center of the flat sides and across the end 
run a ifne (b), stobping it, however, just 
before it reaches the lines (a) to run a line 
(c) slantingly from (b) to the corner of the 
stick where (a) ends. These lines (c) should 
be paraliel. Both sides of the stick are 
marked to correspond. 

On the top and bottom sides of the piece 
draw lines (p), parallel to the length of the 
stick and a quarter of an inch apart, running 
these merely between the lines (a). 

Connect these lines at one end with each 


ing marked facing in the opposite way. 

We, now are ready to cut, tme cuts to be 
made inorder to loosen the joint being 
shown by dotted lines. First the lines (p) 
had best be cut clear through the piece as 
shown by the upper knife “cutting the 
slots.” 

This done, the end lines are’cut, as by the 
knife X, on a slant, so that the point of the 
knife when halfway through the piece wil] 
be opposite the point where the line (b) joins 
(c). There are four of the lines (c) to be cut, 
two on each opposite side, beside the two 
deep slots (p). ‘ 

When these are cut and the lines (b) split 
the joint will open as in Fig. 3, a little trim- 
ming being required afterward te make it 
work freely and easily. 

All that remains then is to shape up this, 
beginning like the real jaws and handle of 
a pair of pliers, as in Fig. 4, a wooden 
peg being put in for a pivot if desired, as 
shown. ;

ANSAS farmers are organizing them- 
selves into fly swatting clubs. 

The campaign was not actuated by 
moonshine propaganda, but by the 
modern realization that the fly is a 

deadly enemy of both man and beast, and not 
a harmless nuigance or a necessary evil—a 
mistaken idea that has long been prevalent 
in the rural districts. 

So the husbandry of the Sunflower state 
Mnked itself with the nationwide movement 
to put the musca domestica on the toboggan. 
And it is going on the scientific principle that 
one swat in June is worth many in August— 
hence the early organization. 

Here is some of the information contained 
in circulars the farmers are distributing: 

Where files have access to impurities of 
any sort they may carry deadly germs, which 
they deposit in crawling over food in kitchen, 
pantry, or dining room. 

Flies may be the indirect cause of typhoid 
fever. 

Flies are a veritable pest in agriculturay 
districts—a source of annoyance to horses, 
cattle, and persons, a cause of physical dis- 
comfort, and a nuisance by which health may 
become seriously affected. 

The extermination of flies can be brought 
about by diligent attention to a proper dis-

That there is such grist to be found many: 


women have proved. They are making com- 
fortable incomes in the byways of work whén 
they would probably starve on the highways 

What is needed is initiative, hard business 
sense, and a willingness to do the things other 
people do not want to do—the s0-called 
menial jobs. 

There is always a demand for workers 
who are patchers up, as it were. There are 
a dozen women who think they can create 
for one who can or is willing to repair. Yet 
all of us must keep in repair, and the busier 
we are the more irksome it is, and the more 
cheerfully we will pay a reasonable price to 
be rid of the obhoxious task. 

The women who can darn neatly, who can 
take the trimmings from hat, clean. press, 
and replace them. who can make over a wide 
skirt into a fashionable narrow one, who will 
put neck bands on men’s shirts, and keep 
their buttons in place, will never want for 
patronage if once she gets a start.

Sometimes one can acquire a clientele tn 
a hotel or in a big boarding house; there are 
possibilities in a girl's boarding school or la 
a college town if one gets in touch with the 
faculty.

enough ito take him south every winter,” I 
asked in amazement at his extravagant 
words, for I knew nothing then of the craft 
of bricklayer—the oldest builder in the 
world’s history—or of his migratory habits. 

* Well, it isn’t always a pleasure or tourist 
trip, my boy,” explained the genial Jerry, 
orowned and weatherbeaten. ‘“ lt'ea matter 
of necessity every winter.’ 

“ You mean that you have consumption, or 
that the grocer's bills get so high that you 
have to pull out?’’ Those were the only 
two reasons besides “‘ skads of money ”’ that 
I could think of. 

“Lord, hless you, no. my boy,” said the 
tanned laborer. ‘‘I mean tha: there's no 
work for a bricklayer In the north when the 
frost and freeze set in. “nen is the time for 
me to dig south. 1 spent two months in 
New Orleans and three months in Texas this 
time.”’ 

“What about your family when you're 
away?’ I asked him. 

- “*@, they’re cozy; we always arrange for 
that. If I didn't go south in cold weather I'd 
have to try my hand at something else. I 
can't afford to join two or three unions, you 
know.” . 

Jerry was no different from others of his 
craft—though he was totally different from 


members of the other crafts. He was a 
simple, honest, migratory union laborer—a 
bird of passage, like the sparrow and robin 
he had spoken of. He had now returned to 
his mate and their little fledgling in the north 
simultaneously with the robin—and he was 
just as much a harbinger of spring which 
the poets write about as that prophetic little 
dgoryard bird. He had returped to the fresh 
spring air and hustle and bustle of spring 
building operations. 

In the south there was no change; it was 
too much the same weather for him. In the 
north, however, he caught the spirit of the 
first warm breeze and went to his work with 
the red blood surging strongly through his 
veins. The cold weather dashed his spirits 
as well as his earning chances, like a sudden 
plunge into ice water, but the return of 
spring in the north quickened his pulse and 
filled him to overflowing with animal energy 
and buoyancy and hope. 

I asked him why he did not strike a middie 
climate, so to speak, and he said there wasn't 
the life and energy in the air which made 
him do his work well. Besides, his family 
eould be as well housed in the north, and the 
schools were better, too. That was some- 
thing. Then there was the spfrit of the 
* bird of passage,"’ the migratory instinct, in 
Jerry; more even than he could resist. He 
said the trade had been handed down 
through the family from father to son for 
three generations. He had nodoubt it would 
be the trade of hfs sons. 

The advent of frosty days finds Jerry and 
his fellow bricklayers in the mood to “ go 
south,’ just as the advent of real summer 
weather in the south finds him ready to turn 
northward. Building operations slacken and 
the prospect for subsistence at his trade 
grows dimmer with the days. The chinks in 
the little house are sealed up with the first 
chill blasts of winter, the premises are put 
in shape for his absence from home. Too 
many of Jerry's companions have no homes 
at all, but those who have are provident 
enough to prepare for the coming rigors of 
winter. 

The day is not remote then when Jerry's 
work is shut down because the contractor 
believes it is too costly to heat the mortar in 
freezing weather—and Jerry finds himself 
* ywnattached " once more and ready to mi- 
grate. His old haunts in the south, the 
former contractors who employed him last 
year he can now see beckoning to him again, 
and in a few days he is off. He has no fear 
of wages. for the Scale is pretty much the 
same wherever he goes. In fact, there is not 
over 10 cents’ difference from New York to 
San Francisco, or from Chicago to Galves- 
ton, in his wages an hour. A larger share of 
his earnings is required during the five or 
six months he is away from the family fire- 
side. so thata bit more skimping is required 
at home and abroad; but then what if he did 
not go south at all? Jerry does not answer 
that quesiion. It is needless. He: always 
goés south. 

The bricklayer is unlike the carpenter, 
plumber, painter. and a good many other 
crafts. They can apply their earning powers 
to interior work, but Jerry is completely 
“frozen*’ out in his chosén craft, and, as 
he says, he dislikes joining two or three 
unions for the sake of a year's work.

Pioneer Makes Log Rolling a Jollification. 


HE first thing the early settlers in the 

middle west did when “planning & 

“ clearing “ was to “ girdle ” the trees. 

This usually was done in August, and 

consisted of cutting the bark in a ring 

about three feet above the ground. The un- 

derbrush was then cut down and the follow- 

ing spring ail of the “ girdled " timber would 
be dry and hard. 

Fires were built in the tract to be cleared. 
Usually about ten acres were considered suf- 
ficient territory to cover at one “ rolling.” 
The fires burned down all of the underbrush 
and many of the large trees. Those not 
burned were chopped down and felled across 
each other when feasible. Again the use 
of fire was demonstrated when at twelve foot 
intervals bonfires, usually lasting two days, 
were kindled The logs would be nearly as 
straight as if a crosscut saw had been used. 
Of course the hardy pioneer could saw off 
the logs in less trme than they could be 
burnt off if there were only afew. But where 
there was considerable timber to be cleared 
hundreds of fires were built at the same time, 
making a picture never to be forgotten and 
doing in a few days what it would have taken 
months to have done with the ax and saw, 

Sometimes the fire would break away, and 
the neighbors who were assisting would rake 
a smooth path fifty or a hundred yards ahead 
of the advancing flames and fire the leaves 
along some path in front of the approaching 
fire. In a few minutes the two fires would 
meet. and, having consumed all the leaves 
and grass, gave the pioneers the satisfaction 
of seeing fire conquer fire. Each of these log 
fires was called a “ nigger,’ and ‘‘ he” was 
kept at work until the tree was severed and 
eo in readiness for the rolling. 

The neighbors were invited in full force, 
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‘usually to the numoer of twenty to thirty 


men, who brought their women folk to do the 
eooking. A quilting bee often furnished ‘the 
women with means for improving the time. 
Each man had a hund spike or hand lever, as 
the easterners called them, sharpened at 
both ends, five or six feet Jong, and usually 
made of ironwood, hickory, or dogwood. 
Every one who received an invitation turned 
out so that he might in turn receive assist-

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expected to furnish something in the way of 
“ firewater,” and if he did not there was no 
end of grumbling. The preachef and churen 
members could drink or not, as they pleased, 
but they generally abstained. 

After the men were assembled two captains 
were chosen, the erbund divided, anc each 
eaptain chose by Jot an equal number of fol- 
lowers. Then the racing would begin and 
continue until night. It was wonderful to 
see how equally the ground could be divided 
and how close would be the contest at times. 
Sometimes there would not be ten mifhutes in 
the time in which the sides completed their 
work, and the victors always joined their 
opponents in rolling the last logs, no matter 
how short the time requirec. 

The work consisted in piling the logs. Each 
captain and his eight or ten men would pry 
up a log, putting their spikes under, allowing 
the log to rest on the center of the spikes, 

The men would divide, an equa] number on 
each gide of the log, stoop down, and at the 
word, “ Al] together!’ would raise the log 


and, with steady step, carry it to the heap, 
and so on until the last log was 1n place. 
Then the crowd would give three cheers for 
the owner of the land and carry him bodily 
to the house, where supper was waiting. ; 
The table was loaded with feod. A favorite 
dish was “spotted ham,” which was pre- 
pared by peeling the skin off the ham, leaving 
spots about the size of a dojlar, after which, 
properly seasoned, boiled, and served cold, it 
furnished the stability required by the tired 
men. But there was luscious variety, includ- 
ing turkey, mutton, venison, wheat, corn 


and rye bread, pies of all kinds, fried crullers, 


eggs, butter, potatoes, pickles, coffee, and 
fresh cider.

There are 'ovely frocks of printed materials, chiffon, 
marquisétte, and voile, which shew the most mar 
velous colorings and are as filmy as tulle. There are 
scarcely any gowns but that have trimmings of lace 
or do not show a touch of embroidery. In both there 
is a great deal of latitude allowed. for almost any 
sort of lace is used as long as it is effective, and the 
same may be said of the embroidery.

‘| Frenchwoman’s Care of Clothes. 


By HELOISE MERTON. 


a Frenchwoman is never gullty of. If possi- 
ble. it should not even be hung 80 that it 
touches anything, and in any case a skirt 
should be put onahanger. There are several 
different styles of these, but the mistake 
should not be made of using for 4 skirt one 
made for a waist. The supports to slip 
through sleeeves are too long for a skirt and, 
if put inside, poke out the materials in two 
points over the hips. One style of skirt hang- 
er is like two wooden clothespins fastening 
with a spring. These are separated by a 
short. heavy steel wire, and the pins nip the 
belt, holding the skirt smooth and flat. An- 
other hanger is precisely like that for waists, 
with shorter arms, but the pins are better. 

A wet skirt should be shaken, which will 
take out some of the dampness, the hanger 
put in smoothly, and then hung in @ room 
where it will dry more quickly by circula- 
tion of air than in a closet. If the hem is 
anuddy do not try to clean it until dry, and 
then a stiff, short scrub brush will remove 
all dirt. A wet coat should be carefully put 
over a hanger and treated as the skirt. The 
best place to hang poth is from the gas fix- 
ture. if there is one in the middle of the room. 
If not, place the hanger over the protruding 
hinge of the door. 

Hats of any kind should be treated more 
or less alike when wet, turned upside down 


and shaken to get'rid of the dampness, and: 


lefi in that position instead of resting on the 
brim, as is wsually done. Then, instead of 
wilting, all trimming will dry standing as 
it should when in a correct position. It will 
be necessary to suspend the hat by a cord 
pinned inside the crown like elastic. 

A liberal supply of ruffling for neck and 
sleeves, made of Valeficiennes lace, gathered 
on bands, will be found ae great help toward 
always looking neat. These little ruffles can 
be washed and pulled dry without ironing 
and will look quite like new. 

After all is said and done, careful atten- 
tion to the little details of dress is the whole

Poison Ivy. 


Te polson ivy can be distinguished by the 
fact that its leaves have only three leaflets, 
Its flowers are In loose, slender, auxiliary 
panicles.

A 
country remedy-which has proven effective 
for poison ivy is ordinary lard, with sufficient 
prepared chalk to make athick paste, Apply 
often, rubbing well into the poisoned surface.

Mushrooms. 


The warm spring rains bring forth the 
appetizing and healthful mushroome and also 
bring forth its unhealthful cousin, the toad- 
stool. In gathering mushrooms I take no 
chances, if a specimen looks stained, spotted 
or old. or doubtfulin any way, I reject'lt, even 
if it meets the mushroom’s requirements. 
The only ones I gather [and I have survived 
a half century of mushroom banquets) are 
those having flat or slightly conical caps with 
thin edges, and white or putty colored on 
top and a delicate chocolate color underneath 
—this last condition is imperative. Equally 
toothsome and safer for it has no unpleas- 
ant relatives {s the moril. It grows only 
in oak openings, is dome shaped, full of 
small holes like a sponge, and of a pale 
yellow or brownish color. Both mushrooms 
and morils shou'd be soaked in slightly salted 
water an hour or two'to craw out insects, 
then drained, wiped dry and sauted in butter 
and served either plain or with cream sauce, 
they are a “dish fit to set before the king.”’ 
Here are some recipes for those who wish 
more elaborate ways of serving them. 

Beefsteak and Mushrooms—Select a steak 
at least two and one-half. inches In thick- 
ness. Broil over a clear fire until rare, then 
season plentifully with creamed butter, sait, 
a little lemon juice, and a pinch of mace. 
Place on a hot platter or in a heated cagserole 
and arrange over the top a layer of large 
mushroomsthat have been peeled and steeped 
in butter for ten minutes. Season with salt 
and lemon juice, then place tn under the 
broiling fame five minutes. 

If desired a second and even a third layer 
of buttered and seasoned mushrooms may 
be added, each layer receiving its broiling in 
turn. In this way the essence of the mush- 
rooms becomes concentrated in the steak. 
Serve with baked Irish potatoes or grilled 
sweet potatoes. 

Macaront and Mushrooms—Four ounces 
macaroni, four large mushrooms, two large 
tomatoes, three tablespoons butter, one-half 
cup thin brown sauce, seasoning of salt, 
pepper, paprika. Boil the macaroni in plenty 
of salted water twenty minutes, drain and 
cut in small pieces, then toss it in one table- 
spoon of the butter over the fire adding the 
seasoning of salt, etc. Slice the tomatbes 
thickly and cook until heated through in 
the rest of the butter, take them gut and keep 
hot and sauce the mushrooms in the same 
butter until soft; season both vegetables 
lightly. Arrange macaroni in a straight line 
down the center of a hot dish. On the top 
lay alternately a mushroom and a tomato 
slice and strain the sauce around. 

Scalloped Mushrooms—Cover the bottom of 


‘a buttered baking dish with a layer of dry 


bread erumbs, sprinkle over with pepper 
and salt and stick bita of butter all over 
the cfumbs, then moisten with cream. Place 
a layer of mushrooms alternately with. the 
bread until; the dish fs full. Cover with 
bits of butter, pour overa pint of cream, cover 
to keep the flavor @nd bake one hour, remove 

q brown. 
ee ah rgoms—To cook mushrooms 
easily. and deliciously stem them and ost 
in thick slices For every ‘pound allow 
two tablespoons of butter. .

Never raise 
the material up in the hand to cut, but let 
it rest perfectly flat on the table. 

In making a skirt of this kind do not hold 
tt up im the hands, but let it.rest on the 
table as much as possible. If it has. to be 
held up at any time, keep your hands away 
from the waist line, for it can easily be 
stretched out of shape. Cut the skirt out 
ae if there were to be no’box plait, end then 
cut the plait separately. This hasa straight 


-eenter and is._cut' so that it meets under- 


neath in the middle, and has seams allowed 
besides. Then it.is seamed to the back 


_geams of the skirt, and the skirt is left 


open down the middle back, and the skirt 
band laps the width of half of the plait. 

Circular shaped bands or ruffies are much 
used and are not at all difficuk to cut. One 
thing to observe in work of this character is 
to see where the atraight of the cloth 
comes, and to begin the work_at this point 
usually.

If you examine a circular ruffle you will 
find it is straight in the mid@le of the front. 
Or if it begins where the front gore ends, 
ft will be straight at that point. Peplums 
or corset covers or sacques are straight in 
the middie of the back and so usually are 
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along the upper édge, letting them run out to 
nothing es the lower edge is reached. The 
depth of each plait and the space allowed 
between will have to be governed by the full- 
ness,or flare desired at the bottom. For 
after a few plaits have been laid, one can 
readily see what the result is going to be. 

Keep on pinning until the middle of the 
back of the skirt is reached, then remove the 
paper ruffie, being careful not to disturb the 
pins which hold the plaits, and lay this news- 
paper strip on eae piece of the manila paper, 
pinning the middile.front edge of the strip to 
a straight edge of the paper, and cut out your 
circular ruffie. 

Where trimming bands which ere not cir- 


cular are desired they should a cut on a 
biag, and usually it is necessary to stretch 
the lower edge a little. There is,danger of 
making too much of a ripple if. the utmast 
care ig not used. And while on the subject of 
a bias strip it may be as well to say a few 
s about cutting ‘material bias. Cloth 
which is not cut straight across the width or 
down the length is cut on some sort of a biaa. 
There are long and short biases, a true and 
a choice bias.

Any long Diaz is made by folding the cloth 
@ little off the straight, while short bias ap- 
proaches the or perfect bias. To cyt 
this the length is folded.directly across the 
width, and the cloth is cut on the fold, which 
is made -by doing this. The cut edge is on 4 
true Dias. In piecing these bias strips to- 
gether it should always be done on the 
straight or selvage edges. 
A “choice” bias is true bias, but has refer- 
ence only to materials which are of a diagonal 
Weave. Serges, cheviots, crepes, and similar 


clothe come under this head. In order to - 


have a biae band cut from one of these ma- 
terials look well, it is not only necessary to 
have a true bias, but it must be a choice bias 
as well. 

This is made by cutting the bias from the 
edge, which will allow the diagonals to run 
at right angles to the edge. Fold the ma- 
terial over on one corner—say_ the left hand 
corner—and you will quickly see that the 
edge looks neither biag nor straight, for the 
diagonals run paralie] to the edge ina way, 
and give itan uneven appearanée. Turn.over 
the cormer on the right hand edge and see 
how different the effect is. Here the diago- 
nals will run at right angles to the edge, and 
the effect’ is much more pleasing. 

©uffs and collars can be cut. from paper 
patterns, although there is nothing better 
for experimenting in this direction than soft 


tallor’s canvas. 


One frequently sees one piece frocks fin- 
ished at the neck by a round shaped yoke, 
or perhaps there will be some more or less 
fancy shape given tothe lower edge. A blouse 
of this kind is generally cut first with the 
blouse material going up to the neck line. 
As there is but little if any waste in this it is 
the easiest way. When the blouse is being 
tried on mark off the shape desired for the 
yoke and let some one help you out with the 
line across the back-—although this can be 
competed after it has been taken off. 

After the line has been satisfactorily drawn 
remove the blouse and cut it out a seam’s 
width above this line. Use the piece which 
has been cut out as a pattern for the yoke, 
not forgetting, however, to allow not only 
the seam’s width which has been left on 
the blouse but another seam’s widti for 
turning under on the blouse. 

Cuffe which turn up over the bottom of the 
sleeve are usually bias on the upper side. 
By this is meant that instead of having the 
cuff material where it goes over the outside 
fold of the sleeve on the straight it should 
be on a bias fold, and the lower cuff edge 
should be stretcheda little or curved slightly. 
If the latter thing is done curve it up off 
the straight about one-half inch where the 
fok4 comes and let it shape down to the 
straight edge at the place where it is to be 
seamed. Where a flaring cuff is wanted the 
‘curve on the bottom is deeper. 


Many Uses Made of Old Damask.

Not long ago I made a discovery that has 
since been of. use. in many ways. It all began 


‘when I saw with regret that a certain small 


damesk dolly was fast wearing out. Every 
time it was laun the wreath of roses 
that formed its border had appealed to me 
afresh. Finally I awoke to the fact that the 
design was an ideal one for a picture holder. 

At first I thought of tracing it to my ma- 
terial, padding it, and working it the usual 
way. After some time I decided that it 
would be easier to work right over the dam- 
ask, thus saving time, insuring accuracy, and 
furnishing the padding at the sametime. 80 
I basted the doily op a piece of light colored 
satin, covered ‘the roses and leaves with the 
usual colors .with the emproidery stitch, fol- 
lowing the patters as caepreny as a stamped 
one, 

When all the wreath ah poveied’t eutet 
the exposed damask carefully. The satin 
then presented an exquisite wreath of roses

Sofa cushions furnish another use for 
damask. ‘Transfer a napkin pattern to gl- 
most any cushion material and you will have 
a dainty cushion and one that isn’t the model 
of your neighbor’s. Always remember to 
press your materials in the way best calcu- 
lated to bring out the design. 

Pincushions are pretty when made on lawn 
or linen and bearing a reproduction of that 
little round or square doily you hated to 
see consigned to the rag bag. 

Collar and cuff cases for men made like

Bhe may choose whatever jewels she

brides, since they bespeak of future tears. 

The bridal wreath or crown and the volum- 
frous veil all have their legendary signifi- 
cance. No satisfactory explanation has been 
found for the origin of the usage of orange 
blossoms. According to some old writers, the 
custom was introduced by the crusaders, 
vho brought it from the Saracens. In the 
orient these flowers ever were considered 
the favorites for the decking of brides, having 
been thoughtso on account of the orange trees 
iu the east bearing ripe fruit and blossoms 
simultaneously. Besides, the pure white of 
their sheen speaks of innocence and ideal 
purity. 

A legend tells of a beautiful Spanish girl, 
daughter of a gardener in royal favor, who 
owned an orange tree of singular beauty. 
She loved a youth dearly, but her father was 
too poor to give her a sufficient dowry, and 
her lover was too poor tomarry without this.

In 
Bavaria the wreath is made of beads or gold 
thread; in Italy, France, and parts of Switz- 
erland it is made of white roses. In Servia, 
Denmark, Norway, and Sweden they wear 
crowns of silver, also wreath and a tiny 
crown of myrtle—the ancients considered this 
plant sacred to Venus—and if a bride wears 
such a crown she must plant a twig from it, 
which by its growth will predict her future. 

A curious old custom:in Ireland is to en- 
deavor to procure for the*young bridea sprig 
of hawthorn or an old twig of mistletoe; both 
are used as a primitive fibula to hold the 
bridal veil in place. A German bride is not 
content unless her wreath is of red and white 

/ roses mixed with myrtle leaves. 

The bridal veil has been the subject of 
much discussion. Source of origin of custom 
rot definitely known. The ancient Anglo- 
Saxons had four men hold a square piece of 
cloth—in place of the present veil—over the 
bride and groom during the ceremony, 
te hide their blushes! Then it was argued 
that it was really the bride that needed it. 
Thus the heavy cloth was gradually trans- 
formed into a gossamer fabric, which, if 
perchance the bride really should blush, only 
serves to enhance the loveliness of the shy 
n.aid. 

If while on the way to the church the bride 
should see a dove, a lamb, a spider, ora toad, 
cr a wolf, shecan always be certain of good 
luck. On the other hand, it is rather a bad 
omen to met a pig, a monk, a cat, a hare, or

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Planting Roses. 


By RUTH EVANS. 


Now to get ready for the roses, the count- 
less yarieties of which never fail if given 
just a wee bit of a chance in the home garden. 

The amateur who moves into the suburbs 
in the fall can hardly wait for the springtime 
that he may hie himself to his garden with 
hoe and ‘rake, clad im a brand new suit of 

overalls and a denim shirt. He is quite sure 
he knows just what to do, and selects rose 
bushes—the tallest he can get for the money, 
ignoring the stunted looking ones which lie 
alongside with every indication that they are 
utterly worthless. Cast aside repeatedly, 
they are finally picked up tenderly from an 
obscure corner where they have at last been 
thrown by a green clerk, the suburbanite 
who has had his eyeteeth cut by experience 
purchasing them from choice. 

If the amateur could follow the man of ex- 
perience to his home he would doubtless be 
surprised to see how lavishly the pruning 
shears are used on the scrubby bushes. He 
might then realize that the scorned plants 
had been selected because of their splendid 
roots, and their stocky clumps, with the 
quanties of shoots, which, even though short, 
are of necessity obliged to be still shorter be- 
fore any results can be expected. 

Now, if be had been selecting slematis 
plants the height would figure materially, for 
the latter do not require cutting back as do 
roses, and the height often indicates the age. 
The older the plant the greater number of 
flowers. 

In planting the rose the roots should be 
soaked in lukewarny water for several min- 
utes and then clipwed sparingly, each fibrous 
tendril being afowed to stretch out its full 
length when set in place. 

Care should be ‘taken to have the holes 
deep and partially filled with gravel to in- 
sure good drainage. <A piece or two of broken 
crockery would net be amiss beneath the 
roots. Then, too, the hole must be large 
enough to allow freedom to the roots in 
every direction, for cramped or curled up 
roots will prove disastrous to the blooms. 

At a distance of 15 inches each way—and 
roses should never be planted any closer— 
dig a hole to the depth of 12 inches and de- 
posit a cup of manure. The most weary, life- 
less roots will reach out until they finally 
locate the fertilizer, and will rejoice in the 
luxury which acts as a stimulant. 

If roses are planted in clay soil, mix ashes 
freely. with the well_rotted manure in which 
the plants are set. manure is fresh it will 
kill the roses, owing to the ammonia it con- 
tains, which is one reason for setting it so 
far away from the plants. The roots will 

» Iiteraliy burn up if this precaution is not ob- 
served. 

Careful pruning is most essentia] in the 
culture of the rose. One rule to remember 


is to cut down-all the sprouts to a height of 
eight inches. This will give your garden a 


uniformity and the results will be better.

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Character Reading as Feature 


of an Evenmng 


Entertainment. 


By DOROTHY REYNOLDS. 


Character reading may be made an inter- 
eviing feature of an evening sorial entertain- 
ment. In ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
observation of certain rules will enable one 
to rend correctly the face of another. 

The best rule for beginning.is to observe 
the shape of the head of the subject. The 
front and upper parts of the head are the 
seat of the intellectual and moral faculties. 
The lower back portion of the head Is thes 
seat of the animal propensities. If am imag- 
inary line is "drawn clear aound the head 
of the subject from the under cartilage of 
the nose to the highest portion of the skull 
and the two divisions thus made compared, 
it is possible to ascertain whether the intel- 
lectual and moral or the physica! and ani- 
mal faculties dominate that persom 

The ideal face falls naturally into three 
equal divisions—the first of these begins at 
the top of the forehead and ends at the eye- 
brows; the second begins at the eyebrows 
and ends at the tip of the nose; the third con- 
tinues from the tip of the noseto the jawbone. 
Not one face In a thousand has this perfect 
balance, and it is usually easy to estimate 
just which portion of the head is most impor- 
tant. If the first and third sections are 
equally prominent, then the subject ts dom!- 
nated by the intellectual and moral faculties, 
and. moreover, has the strength of wil! mani- 


‘fested in a strong jaw to carry out his ideas 


and convictions. If the chin is weak he is 
likely to be a dreamer and let his ideas carry 
him away without putting them into action, 

A forehead should be one-third of the enttre 
face. If the forehead is higher the subject 
has imagination and considerable mental 
ability, but has Little energy. The forehead 
should be twice as broad as it is high. A 
broad low forehead shows alertness, common 
sense, and mental quickness; a bulky fore- 
head usually indicates stubbornness and a 
lack of brilliant qualities; a receding forehead 
whows mental weakness. If the curve of the 
forehead is a high arch, the subject is a deep 
thinker, probably a philosopher. 

Next in importance to the forehead is the 
lower back portiom of the head. A straight 
thick neck which reddens easily behind the 
ears indicates that the subject is quarrelsome 
and addicted to passionate outbreaks of tem- 
per. The “bumps’’ behind the ear are 
known as the “ fighting bumps,’’ and indicate 


' @ quarrelsome individual. In women a full 
' development at the base of the skull indicates 


etrong masernai instincts and love of chil- 
dren. 

Bars are, »pnfortunately, not a safe guide 
to character reading. Naturally, small pink 
tipped ears indicate frivolity; large, well 
g@haped ears, close to the head, generosity; 
ears curved at the top and bent forward, 
curiosity; ears flat and close to the head, 
etinginess. 

The eyes are indicative mainly of the pass- 
ing emotions. but they also refiect certain 
permanent characteristics. Deep set blue 
eyes, sunken eyes under shaggy brows show 
power of thought and immense capacity for 
hard work. They also indicate wisdom, and 
are found in the heads of great inventors and 
thinkers. Protruding, glassy balls show weak 
eyesight, and usually accompany rather silly 
disposition. Eyes close together are said to 
indicate suspicion. Eyes extremely far apart 
indicate individuality, originalty, and person- 
al eccentricity. 

Calm, serene eyes, almond shaped, show 
@ pereon indifferent to feeling and a lover of 
ease and luxury. Rapidly moving, wide open 
eyes 5 nervousness, irritability, and a 
snappy temper, usually accompanted by 
pride- Small, deep, sunken black eyes show 
boldness n opposition, endurance, and per- 
Black brows with smal! black 
eparkling eyes show penetration and shrewd-

The nose is the most important and most 


abused faature of the face. It is called the 


verning feature because it is supposed to

A large nose shows strength of character; 
a sual] one weakness. It must be remem- 
bered that large and small are always used 
in’ relation to the other features. A large 
nose on a woman would be small on a man, 
and vice versa. 

The Greek nose—that is, the nose which 
joins the forehead in a single line and is 
finely shaped at the tip—ehows refinement, 
reserve, and sensitiveness. Theaquiline nose 
or the Roman nose shows good judgment, de- 
termination, and executive ability. Fighters 
usually have such noses. A turnup nose 
shows cheerfulness, inquisitiveness, and in- 
dicates a chatter box. What is known as the 
hawk nose, from its supposed resemblance 
to the surved beak of a hawk, shows brain 
power and talent, with a certain power of 
concentration. It also indicates coarseness 
and aggressiveness. 

A thin pointed nose shows conceit, narrow- 
ness and crueity. A large, straight nose. 
broad at the base, with moving nostrils, de- 
notes clear perception, logic, and reason. 
Nostrils which move quickly denote sens!- 
tiveness and Irritability. Those which open 
wide but slowly, passion and sensuvousness. 
Nostrils which are small and immovable, 
callousness and indifference. epi 

The most telltale feature of the face is the 
mouth. Eyes, and noses, and heads are part 

f our heredity; mouths are our own. The 
lps are exceedingly mobile, and retain as 
their constant expressfon the one which re- 
mains longest and comes most frequently to 
their owner. A short, narrow mouth shows 
coldness, littleness, and meanness. A short, 
full mouth shows fondness for pleasure and 
luxury. A large, loose mouth shows silliness 
and sensuality. A large mouth with firm lips 
shows generosity and sincerity. Thin lips, 
particularly a thin upper lip, shows morbid- 
ity and pessimism. If the upper lip curls a 
little and is thin, thesubject is cynical. A pro- 
truding under lip shows obstinacy. A mouth 
which turns up at the corners, a cheerful dis- 
position. Lightly held lips show self-con- 
sciousness and bad temper. 

The chin and jaw complete the features. A 


. chin which advances shows a decided aggres- 


sive character; one that recedes, a vacillating 
and weak one. A flat, angular chin shows 
coldness and harshness. A small, round 
chin shows weakness. 

If all faces were well balanced it would 
be an easy matter to read them, but frequent- 
ly it happens that the owner of a strong 
chin has a receding forehead, and the pos- 
sessor of a fine nose has a bad mouth. Well, 
human beings are just as contradictory, and, 
in character reading, the only thing to do is 
to read both characteristics and try to see 
which dominates. 

To be a “character reader” for a fair. or 
bazaar, or an entertainment, although sup- 
posed to read only faces, one, if she is wise. 
should observe every possible bit of evidence 
in arrangement of hair and dress. Frequent- 
ly the subject’s mind {s made up not to help 
the reader and assumes a wooden. immov- 
able stare. A good trick in such cases is for 
the reader to say frankly that the faceis dif- 
ficult to read and to propose reading the hand 
instead. Pretending to read the hand, the 
subject forgets her face may be inspected and 
resumes her normal expression. 

To give satisfaction, a character reader 
must have a good vocabulary. If she uses the 
same words even in describing persons who 
are much alike she will find them comparing 
notes and doubting her ability. 

Character reading demands tact and good 
judgment. If the subjects do not under- 
Stand general phrases it is better not to use 
them, but substitute a concrete example. 
For instance, if the subject has a weak, re- 
ceding chin it is more tactful and more easily 
comprehended if the statement is made that 
she finds it hard to make up her mind ona 
question and often changes it, than to tell her 
that she is weak and vaciliating. If the sub- 
ject has a turned-up nose, tell her that sheis 
fond of finding out all about things—not that 
ehe is inquisitive; that she expresses her 
opinion freely and !s apt to give. her confi- 
dence éasily and trustingly, not that she is 
@ “‘ chatter box.” ; 

All this may sound difficult, but it is not so 
difficult as it sounds. 

**The face is the index of the mind,” sald 
the early Romans, and they areright. Occa- 
sionally there is an individual who can smile 
while secretly he grieves, and pretend grief 
with a smile at heart. But these are few. 
Usually a face is a true index to character. 
and the student of facia! characteristics will 
soon learn to know inward traits by their out- 
ward manifestation,

What Is the Best Sort of Bath? 


By ETHEL OSBORN. : 


There are baths and bathe—hot baths, cold 
baths, tepid baths, tub baths, sponge bathe, 
and showers; some adapted to the weak and 
some to the strong. She who would base her 
conclusions as to her welfare upon the re- 
sults of any one without first trying all is 
meking a serious blunder. It is indeed the 
exceptional person who will not find benefit 
for her health and comfort as well as a gen- 
eral sense of well being in one of the many 
kinds of baths. No one can possibly be in- 
jured by being clean every morning. 

For many—possibly for the majority—a 
cold bath is too much of a shock. If thereis 
net an immediate reaction after it, even with 
a vigorous rubbing, it undoubtedly is a mis- 
take. . Some find a quick cold plunge or 
shower after a warm bath beneficial when 
they cannot endure a cold tub. It requires 
a tremendous amount of vithlity to take a 
cold bath, but its reward lies in the added 
vitality that it gives, sending the blood surg- 
ing through the body and stimulating all the 
activities. If it acts in just the opposite way, 
leaving one shivering and -blue, then it is a 
eerious blunder to repeat the experiment. A 
hot bath is rather stimulating than other- 
wise, since its excites the circulation, and 
it has the virtue of being infinitely more 
cleansing than the cold bath, and of drawing 
the blood from the brain to the skin, so that 
it acts as a sedative at night. 

The tepid bath neither adds to the vitality 
nor takes from it, and is consequently best 
adapted to thoge who are notstrong. It is, of 
course, not wise to eat or to go out directly 
after a hot bath, since it draws the blood 
frcm all the vital organs and opens the pores. 
The cold bath. is the greatest protection 
against exposure, but it decidedly is not 
cleansing. That means that theideal bath is 
a combination of the tepid and the col; 
either a scrub in the tepid bath in the morn- 
ing, followed by a quick cold shower or 
Plunge, or a cold bath in the morning for 
stimulation and refreshment, followed by a 
warm or hot bath just before going to bed. 
We may forego the stimulation, delightful 
and exhilarating though it may be, but we 
cannot afford to dispense with the bath that 


' makes us clean, and that is the warm or hot 
bath. 


If a tub is an impossibility, the sponge bath 
is a worthy substitute. It is the least ex- 
hausting of all methods of keeping clean, 
and, although irritatingly insufficient when 
one has become accustomed to the luxury of 
a tub, is certainly not to be scorned 

Among all these, every person, whether 
etrong or weak, no matter what his idiosyn- 
crasies, should be able to find one adapted to 
his needs without weakening his vitality; in

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The @etails involved in the correct form of 
invitations for the various entertainments 
which may engage the attention of a hostess 
gurfmg the season are of utmost importance. 
Negligence on these minor pointé of social 


-usage and convention argues either igno- 


ranee or indifference, which are both inex-. 
cusable, for it is in that due consideration of 
such details that a woman reveals her 
knowledge of correct form. 

In a general way one may state that there 
Is no marked change of style from the en- 
graved invitations in use last year, butrthere 
are several innovations of form, in the size, 
text, and wording, which are worth noting 
by the hostess who would be absolutely cor- 
rect In such matters, The preference for 
both the old English and colonial text, and 
also for the English script, continues. Ak 
though the Roman text may still be pre- 
ferred by those who are accustomed to its 
use, it will not be nearly so much fn vogue as 
in former seasons, the colonial having almost 
altogether superseded it. 

The place card, for luncheons, dinners,.or 
eard parties of any sort, may be 3% inches 
long by 2% inches wide, or smaller, and pref- 
erence is given to a thick bristol board card 
that has a beveled gold édge and rounded cor- 
ners. If there be a crest or coat of arms in 
the family this may be embossed, in gold, 
silver, or white, in the center at the top of 
the card, the guest’s name to be written in 
ink below. The plain card of this sort, with- 
out a crest, is equally good form—possibly 
better in America—and the same card may 
be decorated on the left side with an illu- 
minated, long monogram in gold, or a color. 
But this must not be used for anything ex-+ 
cept a luncheon orcard party where the hus- 
band of the hostess does not appear. It 
would be entirely out of place at a dinner. 

An unusual! feature inthe “ at home ” card, 
where the hours are named from 4 to 7 
o’clock, is the introduction of the host’s name, 
and such a card is shown. It measures 4% 
inches long by 2% inches wide. 

Another style for an afternoon reception, 
and that most used, is engraved in the Eng- 
lish script and omits the name of the host, 
but has that of a caughter, already socially 
launched, on the second line. No numerals 
or abbreviations are admissible. Every 
word should be fully spelled out, and the size 
should be 5% inches long by 8% wide. 

In the same size, and similarly minus the 
numerals, on a heavier quality of card, may 
be engraved the invitation for an evening re- 
ception, and for the latter the form “ Mr. and 
Mrs.” is correct. 

An appropriate afternoon reception card for 


a mother and daughter, who is not a debu- 
tante. is an ordinary visiting card, 3% by 2% 
inches, with the address engraved in small 
script in the lower right hand corner, only 
the house number appearing in figures. In 
the left hand corner opposite, in the same 
small script, may be given the day, date, and 
hour (‘‘from four until seven’’) in three 
separate lines. 

An excellent form for an aunt who wishes 
to entertain for her young niece, or an older 
sister for a younger one, where there |s no 
mother, is also shown imsize 5% by 3% Inches, 


English script. . Individual preferences may | 


vary the hours named, which may be “ from 
five until seven o’clock,’’ Instead of the con- 
ventional “ four to seven,”’ but in this seript 
even the house number must be fully spelled 
out. 

For a breakfast Invitation the card may 
read either ‘‘ Mr. and Mrs.’’—for instance, a 
hunt breakfast—or may be sent out in only 
the hostess’ name; that is, in instances where 
the guest list is composed of women ex- 
clusively. The third line should be left 
blank for the guest's name, and the text used 
should be the shaded colonial. The time is 
set at the hour most appropriate for the spe- 
cial occasion. The whole form, with the ad- 
dress, covering seven linep on a stifé card, 
5 by 8 inches in size, 

A. general utility card, which a hostess 
who entertains a great deal wil! find almost 
indispensable, has a number of blanks to be 
filled in, whereby it may be made to serve for 
a luncheon, afternoon at bridge, or musicale, 
as she may desire. It may also be utilized 
for a dinner invitation, or for an evening re- 
ception, by adding in writing “‘ Mr.” before 
the ‘* Mrs.” on the top line. This smart, heavy 
card displays the shaded old English text, 
and is 8 by 5 inches In size. 

Dead white cardboard is conventtonal for 
all of these invitations, and where cream col- 
ored tinting !s used, it must be regarded as 
a matter of personal eccentricity and pref- 
erence; although the gold edged place card 
admits of more latitude in this respect, and 
may be slightly creamy of tint, showing a 
smoother surface. Absolute consonance 
with the canons of prescribed taste in such 
details is requisite. 

Invitations for a man should usually be 
addressed to his residence or club, not to his 
office. Am invitation for a married woman 
should include the husband with the wife, 
unleas the entertainment is exclusively for 
women. Even though the husband is not 
known personally to the sender, his exist- 
ence cannot be tgenored.

The day before the picnic, if one has so 
much notice, a good part of the preparations 
can be made. Bread for sandwiches can be 
prepared, since fresh bread cannot be used; 
cake can be made, and this, by the way, 
should never be layer cake or anything sticky 
and difficult to carry in good condition. Make 
small spice cakes or a loaf of sponge cake, 
Veal loaf or pressed chicken and salad dress- 
ing can be made up; eggs can be boiled hard 
and deveiled, and the plates, napkins, cups; 
forks, and spoons counted and put in the 
boxes and baskets. i 

The sandwich, which is the backbone of the 
cold luncheon, admits of wide variation. The 
bread may be white or graham, Boston 
brown, whole wheat or corn, rye or pumper- 
nickel. It may be rolls or biscuit, gems or a 
loaf, but the filling must accord with the 
* binding.” 

The bread should be cut thin, yet not neceg- 
sarily crustiess. Butter will spread more 
evenly and smoothly if first creamed. After 
making the sandwiches, wrap at once in 
paraffin paper and they will keep moist for 
hours. 

The lst of sandwich fillings is a long one, 
but here are a few suggestive ones that may 
be cut out and pinned in the pantry for future 
consultation: Thinly sliced tongue, ham, or 
poultry; deviled chicken, ham, or tongue; 
anchovy paste, caviar, potted cheese; fancy 
sausages sliced; ripe olives and cream cheese 
and chopped nuts; cottage cheese, moistened 
with rich cream and salted to taste; flaked 
galmon with mayonnaise, salt and paprika, 
covered with thin slices of cucumbers; straw- 
berry and raspberry jam, orange marmalade, 
maple sugar grated, or a hard pudding sauce 
made from butter and suggar rubbed to a 
cream. 

* 

Coffee made over the camp fire appeals 
strongly by its delicious aroma to the imagi- 
nation as well as to the appetite. A fire is 
made between two piles of stones and the 
coffee pot balanced between. 

Fruit makes a sufficiently dainty dessert. 

The food must look appetizing and tempting 
or one is apt to grow fastidious, even with a 
picnic appetite. 

A snowy cloth spread on the “ flowery 
turf’ in place of a table sounds attractive, 
but in reality the ground is apt to be a little 
uneven. A few boards of equal length and 
four empty boxes sent to the chosen spot 
before the arrival of the party may be used to 
improvise a low table at which one may sit 
comfortably on the ground. The four boxes 
forming the corners may be connected by four 
boards, upon which the others may be laid 
crosswise. It is easily prepared and the 
tablecloth hides its roughness. 

Such an outing, with its pleasant com- 
panionship and environment, is healthful for 
body and soul.

| LOST—A BRIDE. | 


MONG all the bridal tragedies in history 
none perhaps has held its. place in the 
popular mind with such herror as has the 
legend of the tower and of Genevra, the 
bride who perished in an old chest. This 
legend has been touched upon by Byrosa 
and by many others. 

There is something about this story 
that appeals to the pity of the reader. The bride, 
seized by the gay prank of hiding while the wedding 
festivities were at their height; her challenge to her 
new made husband, Lovell, to find her; the search, 
reaching even to the tower chamber and the old chest 
in which the unfortunate girl had hidden herself and 
in which she had been trapped by the falling of the 
lid; the mystery cleared up by the opening of the 
chest at the end of forty years; the bridegroom, old 
and broken, led to the place only to fall dead upon the 
chest that had slain his bride of an hour. 

It may surprise many, in the cities at least, to learn 
that this tragedy has furnished the plot for a sort of 
musical comedy. This rather unusual production ha#® 
been familiar throughout the small towns of the mié 
die west. It is usually given in the interest of some 
charitable institution. The pantomime opens with # 
chorus by the village children. Then comes the ope® 
ing scene of the tragedy. This is followed by a 96 
drill, a “speciaity ’ of some sort by the village cul 
up,.a@ chorus vaguely imitated from some recent Me 
sical comedy, or a few steps of a dance, mild in thee 
treme, by girl members of the Something or Other 
club, who think they are being absolutely desperm@ 
and abandoned.

tragic poem comes in, to be followed in time by ®- 


return of the chorus. It would hardly seem possitlt 
that such a grewsome plot should serve so merry & 
purpose, but it is a fact that a number of elocutio® 
instructors were kept busy for several years drilling 
casts in various small towns for the presentations. 


Scott produced a bridal tragedy in Lucia Lammer 
moor that has become familiar the world over in boos 
and opera. His poor bride was stricken mad upon her 
wedding night.

pace in bridal tragedies when He evolved Romeo and 
Juliet. 
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RADITIONALLY romance roams the South 
seas. None knows his bark or tries to 
define his course. Here and again he 
halts t6 pipe under the palms, to play 
havoc with red hearts under dusky. skins, 
and to sail away, loitering, roistering, 
dreaming, droning, mooning, looning— 
_ Mirting and deserting. Recently, how- 
ever, it was discovered that he hides in booths at-the 
Actors’ Fund fair. But that didn’t disprove the orignal

There are few people who know how te 
rest, and this ignorance, according to @ 
well known medical man, aceounts for 
much of the moderp nerve strain and in- 
sanity. 

“Phe average man,” he said recently, “ spends his day 
working, and when he comes home,, instead of resting, 
he begins to work again, and werk hard. 


“ He reads, plays cards, gardens, goes calling, js called 
upon, dresses and hurries eff to a theater or mysie hall 
does anything, in fact. but rest his brain and body. 


“Now all these things may be done now and then 
beneficially, but when they are made @ habit they are as 
fatiguing as hig daily work, 

“The only real rest he gets is when he is sleeping. 
In other words, his brain and his body are hard at it 
from the time he rises in the merning until he gets inte 
bed again at night. But the brain especially wants con- 
scious rest. 

"When the brain is working it is productng toxins 
just as is the case with the miuscies. These toxing, or 
poisons, have to be cleared out of the body by rest, and 
to change one’s work does not do this lt only causes 
more toxins to be formed. 

“Phe way to get reai rest is as toliows: 

“Sit or lie down perfectiy comfortably. 

“Think about nothing; do net direct your brain; let 
it wander. 

“Doo not talk about .nything that requires mental 
effort. 

*Tisten to simple conversation. 

“Diseuss nothing that you feel sirongly about, or 
whieh worries you. 

“Make no plane 

“ Except when a man is asleep there 1 i nStant 
stream of ideas running through his mind. It jg guyite 
impossible to be awake and have an empty mind, Wui 
it i# quite possible to make ne effort to Girect that 
stream. if you make no effort, you will get rest. Be 
a mental mollusk. | 

“Take nothing inte your mind which requires mental 
digestion. If your brain insists upon joing On Working, 
listen to light musie, of read an easy book. 

“Things to ayoid are: 

“Anything approximating to your salaried work. 

“*Clever’ conversation. 

‘Things to make you think. 

“ Chess. 

“ Worry. 

’ Card games with other people. 

“ Differences of opinion. 

“An author, whose work is imaginative, should, for 
his rest, do something logical, such as playing petience. 

“An accountant, on the other hand, whose mind will 
run on figures, should not play patience. He should 
mold figures out of clay or paint or do something ar-, 
tistic.” 
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HE bride of today spends. more money 
than the bride of yesterday and has 
fewer things to show for it. Which is 
entirely different from the statement 
that her trousseau is less valuable from 
the commercial standpoint than the one 
with which her mother started married 
life a generation ago. Quite the reverse. 

The mother was the one who frittered and dribbled 

her money with the result that she had not so. much 

of real commercial and art value to display to her 
envious acquaintances among those not yet married 
of the feminine sex, and the daughter is the one who 
makes the good investments. That is to say, she does 
if she is not too utterly careless as to what she pays 


for things and is not too selfish and pleasure loving " 


to drive a bargain. 

The bride of today is influenced by the tendency of 
the generation to spend money in lump sums and to 
eliminate trifles—although perhaps one might not 
gather as much when reading over a list of the items 
making up the modern girl's wedding outfit. At any 
rate the bride of a generation ago felt that she was 
in no position to leave her father’s house unless she 
had at least one dozen sets of underwear complete. 
The modern girl thinks that she is doing extremely 
well if she has one-half dozen of such sets. The girl 
of the past had a dozen or a dozen and a half of 
dresses. . 

The girl of today has her tailor made suit, her din- 
ner dress, her. two morning frocks, and her wedding 
dress for evening—that is, of course, unless she Is a

her percales for work and her long, plain, unattract- 
ive wrappers.

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accomplishment came about through the uncompro- 
mising method of keeping girls and mother in the 
house day after day stitching, cutting, embroidering. 
Nowadays the bride, if she is too entirely busy witn 


her dances, merely steps downtown and orders a ° 


trousseau, or perhaps two or three of them, and has 
the outfit charged and sent out on approval. ' They 
have them ready made and complete gas to detail in 
the department stores. Indeed, in York there 
is a place called the “trousseau shop,” where all you 
need do if in a hurry is to telephone whether you 
wish the trousseau in embroidery or lace,;-and you 
will find the whole thing complete unpacked for you 
by your maid on the following evening. 

As for the method of acquiring the linen, ft is not 
s0 radically different in the two generations. In the 
old days relatives gave Christmas and birthday pres- 
ente of fine sheets, bed spreads, and towels for the 
linen chest of the little girl of the family. Some- 


times they accompanied it with a toy so that the oc-, 


caxsion would not be too uninteresting to the small 
feminine person receiving the gift beyond her years.

Start Made With “ Hope Chest.” 


Nowadays when a girl is a debutante she starts 
what is known as a “hope chest,” to which all rela- 


tives and. well wishers contribute, and when she be-. 


comes engaged the name of it is changed to the “ wed- 
ding chest.” When the engagement is announced she 
is favored with a succession of showers, all of ' which 
are repeated with practical variations when the wed- 
ding date is announced; with the result tnat before 
she leaves her father’s house she is pretty well stored 
with supplies of linen. Better, indeed, than the. girl 
of the past, whose presents were so much more 
modest and not so far reaching in scope. 

The girl of today has little hand towels, de 
Signed for use just once, on which little cross 
stitch patterns of baskets or a row of conven- 
tionalized canary birds as a border are embroid- 
ered. She has handsome big towels with drawn 
work and hemstiching across the ends. 
If she buys or makes anything of this 
outfit it is probably a bed spread or 
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twe edged with Irish crochet, 
with pillowslips to match 
with the same kind of trim- 
ming, with an alternate set 
-embellished in Cluny. Or, if 
she cannot afford extrava- 
gances such.as this, some- 
thing embroidered by herself, 
o- more likely by her mother.

All the 
birds of course have homes, but 
they are so clever in hiding them 
that we must have sharp eyes and 


lots of patience. ‘Trees are 4 favorite place 


for nest building with many birds, The 
robin, kingbird, waxwing,| cuckoo, and 
mourning dove most often nest in them, 
preferring a quiet orchard or roadside. Thick- 
ets and scrubby trees are chosen by the 
brown thrasher, catbird, blue jay, yellow 
warbler, and shrike. ‘The more prickly the 
bush the harder it is for the birds’ enemies 
to reach and destroy the nest. Perhaps that 
is why the blue jays and brown thrashers 
so often nest in thornapple trees and the 
shrikes in osage orange hedges, The ground 
is considered an ideal nesting site by the 
meadowlarks, bobolinks, and song sparrows. 
Around buildings swallows build their nests 
in the eaves, phcebes over doors and beams, 
and house-wrens in any kind of a crevice into 
which they can squeeze their little bodies. 


| No. 7—THE SONG SPARROW. | 


The song sparrow is one of the birds that 
builds his nest on the ground; Do you know 
him—a little bird, gray and brown streaked 
above and a white breast covered with brown 
spots and stripes? Have you seen him sit- 
ting on a fence or bush and heard his rollick- 
ing son The song sparrow is common all 
rs thé United States; from Maine to Cali- 
fornia qnd from Oregon to Florida he sings 
happily; six months out of the year. A reg- 
ular scout, he sneaks along the side of a 
stream, and appears at a distance like 
magic. He is equally skillful in hiding his 
nest. Completely covered by a tuft of grass 
we would almost step on it before we found 
it. We may truly wonder how the song 
sparrow can find it himself, but perhaps his 
eyes are brighter than ours. The four or 
five eggs are small and heavily spotted with 
brown, so that they, too, are hard to see. .

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TOWARD GAMBLING. | 


_ By Charles J. Powers. 


HERE always has been, and probably 

always will be, real or near gambling 

in Chicago. This city does not differ 

radically from any other municipality. 

But the gambling under the reigns of 
the older Mayor Harrison anc. what goes on, 
or has gone on under the present mayor's ad- 
ministrations differ as much as the ways in 
which it was officially handled. 

In one sense there is not now, and has not 
been for years, any gambling in Chicago. 
That is to say, games where the managers 
took any chances and the players had an op- 
portunity of winning any money. What goes 
by the name of gambling nowadays are sure 
thing games, from which the element of 
Z chance has been carefully eliminated. They 
@re certainties in that the player is certain 
to lose and the keeper to win. Asa rule the 
losses are small, because it is rare that a 
man who is wise enough to have any consid- 
erable sum to wager js not also wise enough 
to keep away from the lures held out to him, 
But, at that, a “ sucker’ with ready cash is 
sometimes found. As a rule, however, the 
victims are young clerks, messenger boys, 
and similar small fry, such as in the elder 
days would have been called ‘‘ pikers’”’ and 
told their patronage was not wanted. 

Not but that the managers of the existing 
“games” do not make an effort to get hold 
of a larger trade. The streets are today 
vigilantly patrolled by “‘cappers” on the 
lookout for people who might have a dollar 
and a half in their pocket and show signs of 
being willing to “take a chance” with i. 
There was a time when these “ cappers” 
. Were unknown, but at present they are 
ubiquitous. Their reward is a percentage of 
all the money they bring into the“ house "—~ 
it is sure to stay there, if the visitor only 
plays long enough—and the larger the roll 
ef their confiding companicn the better they 
@at that day.

Advice to Busy Men. 

The best advice to the busy man who may 
feel tempted to accept their invitation to 
“sit in a little game,’ however, is when he 
has reached the “ house ’’ to throw his money 
over the transom and go about his business. 


He will save time and some vexation of spirit 
that way, anyhow. | 

But in the days from 1880 to 1887, when 
Carter Harrison L reigned, there was real 
gambling im Chicago. Players could win, as 
well as lose, and they did both. The games 
were “on the square” and the men who 
ran them had ‘the right to call themselves 
gamblers. They were willing to take chances. 
No “ cappers"’ were tolerated. The games 
were faro and roulette and the places as open 
as a dry goods or grocery store. The only 
limitation was they must not be on the first 
floor or connected with a saloon and should 
close on Sundays. They paid no tribute to 
the police, because the police had nothing to 
do with allowing their existence. The per- 
mits came from a higher authority. 

In those days it was no uncommon thing 
to find anywhere from 100 to 500 playersina 
house at once, many of them wagering con- 
siderable sums of money. The nominal limit 
at faro was $50 on cases and $100 on open 
cards, but if the player insisted he could 
have it raised. Pat Sheedy, who ran a game 
at 119 Clark street, was never known to re- 
fuse such a request, and John Condon, since 
known as a racehorse man, who was located 
at 125 Clark, or the Gunns in Randolph street, 
near Dearborn, were equally obliging. George 


Hankins, who operated at 137 Clark (al! old, 


numbers), John Dowling a few doors north, 
and Mike McDonald at “The Store,” in Clark, 
near Monroe, were a trifle more conservative, 
but none of them ever had 58 cards in the box 
and at all of them the average player could 
wager all he cared to.

Strange Ideas of Liberalism. 

This state of affairs came about ae-the 
result of the abuses under the Colvin admin- 
istration. Colvin was elected mayor on a 
“liberal platform” as the result of an at- 
tempt to close the saloons on Sundays, 
against which the foreign population re- 
volted in a body. His ideas of Mberalism 
were peculiar. According to his dictionary 
it meant liberty for anybody and every body 
to do about as they pleased, arid the conse- 
quences were something to be wondered at. 
Not only was any kind of a gambling device 
allowed but there was no attempt to regu- 
late it. 

Keno flourished, and the holder of a win- 
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ning card who was paid $10 when $50 worth 
of cards had been sokid could consider him- 
self lucky. The average game was not even 
this generous and saw to it that no'gidy held 
winning cards except employés of the house. 
* Bunco’’ was common, and rvfral visitors 
were literally dragged into the places where 
it was dealt. “A square game’’ of any 
kind was practically unknown inside the 
city limits. . 

This condition was tempered under suc- 
ceeding mayors, but when Carter took hold 
in 1879 he announced that “square gam- 
bling '’ would be allowed and no other kind 
tolerated. If Cato were to adopt any such 
course today the outcry which would go. up 
could be heard in Canada. But the Chicago 
of those days looked on the new order of 
things with complacency, if not approval, 
and there was no serious objection. It was 
a change for the better, anyhow. Keno and 
all percentage games were banished. ** Bun- 
oo” became only a tradition, and faro and 
roulette where the boxes were honest and 
the wheels without hidden devicg took their 
places. Why a square game had to be open 
was explained by John Condon ip a State- 
ment which went into history. 
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No Chance in**Private’’ Game. 

“You can take it for granted,” said Con- 
don. “‘that when you are led into @ locked 
room and a game is opened for your private 
benefit you are going up against it. You 
might as well hand them your money and 
walk out without playing. You would carry 
away just as much as if you went up against 
it. No faro game can run under closed doors 
and be honest and no sane Man ever tried 
to run one that way. The reason for it is so 
plain I wonder everybody can't figure it out 
for himself. 

‘In faro the house has got no real percemt- 
age. It takes half on split, but after a player 
has become half wise to the game he sticks 
to case cards and that ends the splits. The 
advantage of the house lies in the fact that it 


hes a much larger capital than the man who 1 


comes up against it, that the average player 
will stand to lose more than to win+if he gets 
$100 ahead he will cash in satisfied, but if he 
loses $100 he will play “In more trying to get

First it was just in the many little 
ways the fortumate may help the unfortunate 
and then one day she noticed tear stains on 
the face of one of her tiniest pupils when the 
big policeman whom the city employs to 
earry the cripples of the public school to and 
from the buses, bore the little girl into the 
school room.

Needs of Annual Outing. 


Just now it is the annual preparation for 

summer outings being made for healthy chil- 
dren that has aroused Miss Prouty to further 
effort in behalf of her unfortunate charges. 
She knows of forty-five crippled children 
who need an annual outing as no annual 
outing ever was needed. 
* Three years ago she heard of a few acres 
down on Twin lakes in Indiana, and there 
she has teken her pupils for the last three 
summers. But tents were not made for 
those whose joints are tender, and every 
year she has felt the greater need of a house 
in which these little folk might be protected 
from the elements. She sought the owner. 
He has given ber the lease to the grounds 
for ninety-mine years at $10 a year! The 
lumbermen and builders have been inter- 
viewed, and they have told her that a pavil- 
fon 94x40 feet. with a porch ten feet wide 
going about the house or two sides, with big, 
airy dormitories and sitting room a kitchen 
can be built for #1500. This includes the 
fixing of the natural spring which bubbles 
up om the grounds and the leve@ing of the 
big white sand hill, where the children may 
sit and play. The sitting room wil! face the 
lake, and there the children may sit in wheel 
chairs or lay on cots to watch the lake in 
storm or sunshine. ‘ 

Already Miss Prouty has gone down to 
Twin lakes to sow her nasturtium. and poppy, 
and sweet pea seeds, that flowers, too, may 
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add to the enjoyment of the youngsters. The 
railroads will take the children down and 
bring ‘them back at a reduced rate, and they 
will stay as long as the groceries hold out. 

A band of south side society girls has be- 
come so interested that they have arranged 
an entertainment to be given in Assembly 
hall. Fine Arts buildings, at 8:15 on the even- 
irg of June 8, the proceeds of which will go 
toward the building fund. They hope to raise 
enough to start the pavilion at least, but 
there are the groceries, and the railroad 
tickets. and the many little things which 
must be bonght.

If aman only 
sticks long enough to roulette he is pretty 
sure to walk home. The only chance he has 
there is to have a strenk of luck at the start 
and cash in while he is ahead. Still if I only 
had $2 and felt I needed $100 I would try 
roulette. 1 would probably lose my $2, but I 
might get the'$10Q If I had $50, however, I 
woutd tackle the faro table.”’ 

It is in no sense the intention of this article 
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tq make a plea for open gambling. It is the 
belief of the writer that all gambling ought 
be stopped, that it does incalculable harm, 
and even under the most favorable concitions 
has no real benefits to offset ite many patent 
disadvantages. This is an option arrived at 
after long observation and considerable ex- 
perience. : 
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All Gambling Harmful. 


One result of the open system thefe is no 
digpute aboutf ‘While the play was much 
higher than at present, there were few 
defalcations grgwing out of it. The reason 
was that if a man wanted to gamble he had 
to go to an open game—the gamblers them- 
selves saw to it that all closed ones were 
f<iosed NC eA Se a bank clerk or em- 
ploy# who handled money could not afford to 
be seen in one. The fact that he was fre- 
quenting faro banks would be known to his 
employer at once—just asthe employer now 
knows what ones of his employés goes too 
often to saloons—and that would soon end 
his opportunity to steal. That class of play- 


ers were of necessity barred. The houses 
themselves saw to it that boys were kept out; 
in fact, all small bettors were discouraged, 
and in one way the games were an aid to the 
police. 

The average professional! criminal Is an In- 
veterate gambler, and the moment one of 
them had turned a trick he would rush toa 
gambling house to play. So when a robbery 
or any crime which netted the criminal any 
considerable sum of money was committed 
the police would ask the dealers “‘ who has 
been in with any money?” As a rule the 
dealers knew the criminals as well i not 
better than the police, and in that way got 
much valuable information as to the man to 
look for. The Pinkertons used to keep detec- 
tives around gambling houses constantly on 
the lookout for criminals they wanted, and as 
a rule the dealers themselves, when they 
saw any man known to be a criminal come 
in with money in his pocket, would notify the 
police that so and so was in town and flush, 
all of which helped the police force wonder- 
fully.

On Sat-'| 
urdays the woman, neatly dressed, posing 
as a peddler of something attractive to the 
average housewife, would ring the doorbell, 
of a house. Often she posed as a canVasser’! 
for some ice cream establishment which 


low price. Most often the ordér would Be. 
given, pdyment on delivéry. But the ice 
cream never was delivered, naturally; the 
object of the woman canVasser was to hear 
from the housewife that the family wouldn’t 
be at home next day—probably not until 
long after the supper hour, as they had ac- 
cepted an invitation to a friend’s house, 
miles away.

Butif 
the bird escapes and returns to its home loft, 
the enameled number of its leg ring shows to 
whom it was sold. If the buyer wants the 
bird, it is shipped back to him at his expense 
But when a reasonable time has elapsed and 


_the purchaser makes-,no inquiry, ‘it is taken 


for granted that the buyer has no further 
use for the bird. In which case the bird 
again may be sold under the same condjtions. 
Sometimes in the course of the eight or ten 
years of alhomer's life {t may be sold half a 
dozen tinies. This, however, is in the case 
of the cheaper birds. When a man pays 


$25 to $85 for a homer, he is most likely to. 


ask for its return to him, as the escape of 
the bird means that it has returned to its 
first home.”’

T hardly was to be expected that last 
week's real estate market would main- 
tain the pace set by that of the preced- 
ing week, which was one of the most no- 
table in years in the number and diver- 
sified character of the big deals announced. 

These represented the maturing of many 
weeks of negotiations, and thefact that they 
all came out the same week necesdarily gave 
to it an importance and distinction which 
is not likely to be duplicated for many weeks 
to come. 

As an average proposition last week’s mar- 
ket was far from being disappointing. The 
fact that there were only two deals in cen- 
tral business property as against six dur- 
ing the previous week, with nothing to off- 
set the Hetty Green acre deal of the preced- 
ing week, made the market seem somewhat 
dull by comparison, but a gain was made 
in the number of recorded instrumenta, as 
compared with the corresponding week a 
year ago, while an encouraging volume of 
new business was undertaken which will not 
show in the figure totals for one or more 
weeks probably. 


Experts See Big Improvement. 

The opinion of those brokers and opera- 
tors who are in particularly close touch with 
the market's activities seems to be that there 
is a distinct improvement in ite undertone 
as compared with a few weeks ago. In 
the way of high class investment properties, 
particularly in the central district, this is 
especially noticeable, while an improved in- 
quiry also is reported for outlying business 
property adjacent to transfer corners and 
well established local business centers. 
Along the line of probable early development 
there also ig reported a good inquiry for 
acres, while the small lot trade holds on 
well. 

The central district, however, presents the 
most interesting situation, the only obstacle 
to a probable period of unexampled activ- 
ity being the scarcity of desirable holdings. 
There is no mistake about the bufers being 
on hand, and they are coming in increased 
numbers, and in their eagerness to get hold 
of something really good they are talking 
much less about prohfbitive prices than they 
were a year or so ago. Several big deals 
are making progress, and the general situa- 
tion in this field is most encouraging. 

The two deals in downtown property last 
week were the purchase by Edward B, Butter, 
president of Butler Bros., from Shepherd 
Brooks of West Medford, Maaa., of the prem- 
ises 326-882 State street, for $860,000, and 
the purchase by Marcus Hart of Hart, Schaff- 
ner and Marx from the estate of Thomas Mur- 
doch of the fee at 16-22 Adams etreet, north 
front, between Michigan and Wabash ave- 
nues, for $250,000.
